Boston, Sept. 16.—Major 8. M. Merrill, who 
Was summoned to Washington to confer with 
President Harrison in regard to a successor to 
Pension Commissioner Tanner, has returned, 
bringing news that will be read. with interest 
by Massachusetts people. If Gen. Warner re- 
fuses to accept the proffered office the honor 
will undoubtedly come to Massachusetts, 
and Major Merrill will without donbt be 
selectea fer the position.

NEW-JERsEY OROPS IN A BAD WAY. 

NEw-BRUNSWICE, N. J., Sept. 16.—The-weekly 
bulletin of the Weather Bureau here, issued to- 
day, gives complete records of the damage by 
the recent storms, especially to crops. The 
rainfall for the week was ereatly in excess of 
the average, ranging from 2.86 inches at Mor- 
ristown to 8.64 inches at Egg Harbor City. 

The crops of pears and peaches have been al-; 
most totally destroyed; the crop of apples is 
almost ruined, the trees being nearly bare of} 


fruit, and corn has been greatly damaged, and 
will be injured even more by the rot which is 
now feared. Fall plowing and seeding have 
been entirely suspended, and owing to the very 
wet condition of the ground it will be nearly a 
week probably before work can be resumed. 
A long ‘‘spell” of warm sunshine is the only 
thine that can keep most of the crops from 
utter rutn.

"RECAPTURED-AFTER.AN EXCITING CHASE’ 
BY HUNDREDS OF CITIZENS. 


SOMERSET, Penn., Sept. 16.—This community 
‘Was thrown into the most interise excitement 
to-day at noon by the.escape from the rickety 
jail of the Nicely brothers, who shot and killed 
Farmer Umberger, after robbing him of 
$16,000. Sheriff Rush McMillen had left 
‘town early in the morning, taking an in- 
‘sane woman to Dixmont. The jail, with 
twelve prisoners, ali desperate criminals, was 
in charge of Deputy Sheriff Milton McMillen. 
The hour was noon, and the day watchman, 
William Kifer, had.gone to bring a pail of water 
‘for the prisoners. Upon the return of Kifer 
with the water, the Deputy Sheriff proceeded 


‘to pass him into the exercising and dining room 
of the jail, where all the prisoners, including 
‘the Nicely boys, were congregated for dinner. 
As Kifer stepped inside, Joe Nicely, with two 
cocked revolvers in his hands, slipped past him 
and confronted Deputy McMillen in the outer, 
hall. Dave Nicely immediately followed Joe, 
the guard with the water having in the mean- 
‘time been covered by a revolver by young Lehr 
of Pittsburg, who is awaiting the action of the 
Grand Jury for the shooting of young Scott of 
the East End. , 

A scufiie ensued between Joe Nicely and 
Deputy McMillen when Joe, finding his planned 
escape was to beafailure through McMillen’s 
persistent courage, shot the deputy twice 
through the body. He then ‘released himself 
from his grasp and, closely followed by Dave, 
hurriedly left the jail by the front entrance. 
The deputy staggered to his feet, closed and 
locked the jail door, and, following the mur- 
derers to the front yard of the jail, gave the 
alarm and sank exhausted from the shots to the 
ground. 

The murderers quickly jumped the fence sur- 
rounding the jail, darged down an alley to 
North-street, fled west through North-street, 
@nd reached a dense woods near town. this 
time the whole town was alarmed, and 500 per- 
,g0n8, with all sorts of weapons, were in hot: 
,pursuit. As the criminals only had three = 
" e 
\Nicelys having gained the weods disappeared 
ifrom view in the dense foliage. Soon, however, 
a shout went up that Dave was discovered up a 
tree. This proved true, and the scoundrel was 
speedily captured. 

An hour later Joe’ was captured and the pro- 
‘cession, now numbering about eight hundred 
excited people, headed for town. opes were 
“prog and a strenuous effort made to lynch 
the criminals, but, through the active eftorts of 
some cool and determined heads, this was frus- 
trated and the Nicely boys were again safely 
landed in jail. The Deputy Sheriff, a brave 
man and an estimable citizen, lies at the point 
of death from the wounds received at the hands 
of the murderers. 

An excited and infuriated mob surrounds 
the jail and it isliakle to be broken into and 
the criminals hanged before morning. 

A careful search of the cells of the prisoners, 
made directly after the recapture of the Nice- 
lys, unearthed three more revolvers. The 
great conuudrum is how this arsenal of six re- 
volvers ¢ame into the possession of the prison- 
ers. The relatives and confederates oi the 
Nicely boys have been hanging around the 
town and jail for several days, and there is no 
doubt that a deep-laid plan of escape had been 
hatched.

THE EX-SECRETARY CONGRATULATED 


ON THE BALTIMORE’S SUCCESS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Secretary Tracy sent 
a dispatch to ex-Secretary Whitney to-day, 
saying that he could not refrain from congrat- 
ulating him on the success of the Baltimore. 
*“ Permit me to congratulate you,” he said, ‘“‘on 
the magnificent performance of the Baltimore.”

He writes that the Board of 
Trade of the city of Newark wishes to give a 
bel] to the new cruiser Newark, when gbe 1s 
ready for service, and asks for particulars as to 
the kind and size desired. 

Commodore Benham, Capt. Watson, Chief En- 
gineer Kouts, and Naval Constructor Piister, 
who are at San Francisco, have prepared their 
report on the recent trial trip of the Charleston. 
It 18 unanimous and very enthusiastic, The 
ship is credited with the maximum horse power 
of 7,093, and an average horse power of 6,816 
for four hours’ run. The maximum speed at- 
tained was 18.75 knots, and an average of 18.4 
knots. Before the regular trial in two hours’ 
run in the bay she made 191, knots. 


DIVORCE LAWS IN OANADA. 


CHIEF JUSTICES IN FAVOR OF A DOMIN- 
ION DIVORCE COURT. 


OTrrawa, Ontario, Sept. 16.—Sir William 
Ritchie, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Canada, and Chief Justice Armour of the Court 
of Queen’s Bench have pronounced themselves 
in favor of the movement for the establishment 
of a Dominion divorce court. They are anx- 
ious to see the court organized on the basis 
of the American system. According to the 
Constitution divorcees are granted by the Domin- 
ion Senate. The applications do not exceed a 
dozen @ year, as the legal expenses in connec- 


tion. with the passing of a bill authorizing the 
decree costs $2,000 or $3,000. The law is essen- 
tially one forthe rich. Sir William Ritenie said 
to-day: “I have always lived in provinoes 
where there is a divorce court. In Nova 
Scotia and New-Brunswick there ara divorce 
of course, a limited cause 
of Sivores. I am strongly in favor of the.es- 
tablishment of a Dominion divorce:court. Of 


| course its scope and extent would have to be 


settled. ese are mere details. I would not 
make them as free as some of the United States 
divorce courts, while I would gladly see such a |} 
court established.” 

Chief justice Armour spoke to the same effect. 
He would not only grant divorce. for the. cause, 
which is now held to be sufficient by the Cana- 
dian Senate, but for drunkenness and cruelty 
and other-causes which he holds are as bad as 

tery. Hedoes not believe that a woman 
should be compelled tolive with a: man who’ 
gets drunk and beats her. He would give per- 
sons divofced by such a court full libert ed 
marry _—. On the question of the validity 
in Can of American divorces, he believes 
thatany American decree of divorce, if valid 
where it was granted, ought undoubtedly to bo 
accepted by the courts of Canada.

A BIG FIELD TO PICK FROM 


GUBERNATORIAL TIMBER IS 
PLENTY IN JERSEY. 


OF POSSIBLE CANDIDATES—A GREAT 
CROWD AT TRENTON. 


TRENTON, N.J., Sent. 16.—There is a curious 
contrast between the crowds gathered here to- 
night and those that attended the Democratic 
Convention last week. The throng then was 
noisier, although not so large. It was noisy, 
despite the faet-that it was unanimous, and it 
was confident, To-night the hotels are filled to 
overflowing. Seldom has there been so large 
an attendance on the night before a Republican 
State Convention. There is manifest every- 
where a desire to win rather than such a,con- 
fidence as pervaded the Democratic ranks last 
week. 

There is a feeling thatthe party ought to win, 
if—but the “ifs” offered in explanation vary 
widely. If the nominee to-morrow shall be the 
right man; if the platform shall be wisely 
framed or, as others say, # it be boldly worded; 
if the campaign shall be properly managed; if 
North Jersey shail do her duty; if the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad will keep its hands off; if the- 
Republicans of Hudson County are manly 
enough to compel an honest count; if the Pro- 
hibitionists will support the Republican ticket; 
if the Germans of Newark will not bolt the 


ticket, then the Republican Party will surely 
elect a Governor in New-Jersey this year for 
the first time since 1865. 

Who is to be the nominee? At 10 o'clock to- 
night itis impossible to tell. Indeed, it is evi- 
dent that the nomination will have to bo left to 
the convention to-morrow. Gen. Edward Burd 
‘Grubb is pushing a vigorous boom, and his 


\spacious rooms are filled with his admirers, 


who are adorned with red ribbons bearing his 
mame. He frankly says he would like the 
‘honor of a nomination for Governor, and if it 
comes to him ‘he will make a big tight to win. 
Many Grand Army men are pushing him vigor- 
ously, aud altogether he seems to be in the lead 
to-night. Some of his friends intimate that 
there would be the biggest kind of a barre! on 
‘top, and some, who do wot care much for his 
‘oandidacy, think the barrel would be useful in 
the Senatorial and Assembly districts. 

Ex-Mayor frunk Magowan of Trenton is like- 
wise pushing a@ boom. He points to the fact 
that he made Trenton a Republican city for the 
first time in twenty-five years, being twice 
elected Mayor, and he argues that, although 
not a Catholic himself, he couid get more Irish 
Catholic votes than any other candidate men- 
tioned. He says: “No kia-glove fight can beat 
Abbett. He must be foughtinu his own strong- 
holds and by his own methods.” 

The ex-Mayor is a ‘‘nustier’ and captivates 
“the boys” by his candor and his ardor. 

Ex-Congressman John Kean, Jr., 18 quietly 
mingling with the crowds, greeting old triends 
a abe and making new ones on every 
hand. ‘hisis the way he has. Heis in favor 
of anybody put himsels, and promises every one 
else his warmest support and the support of his 
county. Butif the convention chooses to offer 
him the nomination: he will take it and make 
the best fight he knows how. 

Senator Henry M. Nevins, the one-armed sol- 
diec who carried the Republican banner to 
victory in Democratic Monmouth two years 
ago, impatiently declares that ‘if the Repub- 
licans oun’t win this Fall, there is no use in try- 
ing,” and he nervously shrugs his armless 
shoulder at the prospect of throwing away a 
fightibg chance. He will gladly take the nomt- 
nation if offered to him, and will make a most 
vigorous campaign on the stump. 

ix-Senator Frederick 8. lish 1s here, playing 
on the edge of the stream, but so far kecping 
out of the swim.

THE KILLING OF TERRY JUDICIALLY’ 
DECLARED JUSTIFIABLE. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 16.—The announcement 
that a decision would be rendered in the habeas 
corpus of Deputy Marshal Nagle, who shot.and 

‘killed David S. Terry last month, drew quite a 
number of people tothe United States Circuit 
Court to-day. Justice Field was present and 
occupied a seat in the jury box. Judge Sawyer 
and Judge Sabine were on the bench. After 
the decision discharging Nagle was read, notice 
of appeal to the United States Supreme Court 


was given by counsel representing the State of 
California, and Nagle was released on his own 
recognizance, the bonds being fixed at $5,000. 

The decision was very long and was delivered, 
by Judge Sawyer. It gives:a review of the cir- 
cumstances of the past ywar, including the 
threats of Terry and his wife, which culminat- 
ed in the recent tragedy at Lathrop. In com-’ 
menting on the subject otf jurisdiction Judge 
Sawyer says: 

* There is no conflict between the authority of the: 
State and the United States; the State in such 
cases is subordinate and the National Government 
paramount.” 

He continues* 

“There can be no doubt that the jurisdiction of 
the United States 1s nut affected by reason of loca- 
tion where the main questions which the court 
considers are, first, was the homicide now in ques- 
tion committed by the petitioner while acting in 
the discharge of the duty imposed upon him by the 
Constjtution and laws of the United States; and, 
second, was the homicide necessary, or was it rea- 
sonably apparent ‘to the mind of the petitioner, at 
the time and under the circumstances then 
existing, that killing was necessary in order to a 
full anu camplete discharge of such duty.” 

The court declares that the Marshal is the 
peace ofticer for keeping the peace in any mat- 
ter wherein the sovereignty of the United States 
is concerned, and he has all the powers ofa 
Sheriff as to such matters. The Constitution 
provides for the Supreme Court, and gives to 
the President the power and duty of seeing that 
the laws are faithfully executed. The court’ 
further declares that only a United States 
Marshal, or his deputy,.coulad have performed’ 
the duty of protecting Judge Field, the use of 
the State police being impracticable, as the 

owers of the Sheriff would have ended at the 
Seeders of his couaty. Judge Sawyer states: 

“After mature consideration we have reached 
the conclusion that the homicide in question was 
committed by the petitioner while acting in the. 
discharge of the duty imposeé upon him by the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States” * 

Judge Sawyer says he has seen some adverse 
criticism to the effect that Nagle fired too 
quickly, and on this subject the decision closed 
as follows : 

“Nagle, on the scene of action, facing the party 
making the murderous assault, knowing by per- 
sonal experience his physical powers and his des- 
perate character, und by general reputation his 
lite-iong habit of carrying arms, in readiness to use 
them, and his angry, murderous threats, and seeing 
his demoniac loeks, his stealthy assault from be- 
hind, and remembering the sacred trust committed 
to his charge, Nagle, in these trying circumstances, 
was the; arty to determine when the supreme mo- 
ment for action had come, and if he honestly actea 
with reasonable judgment and discretion, the law 
justifies him, even if he erred. But who will have 
the courage to stand up in the presence of the facts 
developed by the testimony in the case and say he 
fired the smallest fraction of a second too soon, In 
his own judgment he acted under the trying condi- 
tions surrounding him in good faith and with con- 
sumate courage, judgment, and discretion. The 
homicide was, in our opinion, clearly justifiable in 
law, andin the forum of seund practical common 
sense was comendabdle.”

A MISSIONARY’S VIEW OF THE ANTI- 
CHINESE LAW. 


CuicaGco, Sept. 16.—The Rey. Charles H. 
Fowler, D. D., of San Francisco, a Bishop of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, who has just 
completed a trip around the globe, this morning 
expressed the belief that ten years hence Amer- 
ica would pay forits anti-Chinese laws with the 
blood of her citizens. He occupied the entire 
session of the Methodist ministers to-day in 
speaking about his observations of missionary 
work abroad. the object of his trip being to per- 
sonally inspect the workings of foreign mis- 
sions. 

In speaking of the law prohibiting the Chi- 
nese from coming to America, Bishop Fowler 
said it was the most dastardly and disgusting 
thing that America ever did, “and,” he said 
with a slow emphasis which was very impress- 
ive, “it will be paid for some day by the blood 
of some of America’s best men.” 6 thought 
every American should blush for shame when 
he thought of the violation of the treaty with 
China, whereby Chinamen were refused permis- 
sion to land on our shores. ‘**Chipa 18 not 
asleep,” he said. ‘They talk little, but they 
think. In some of the interior towns I met 
Chinamen who would surprise you by their 
knowledge. ‘ You lowed landee in China? they 
ask. ‘Yes,’ I replied. *Chinamen no lowed 
landee in Melica,’ they reply; ‘ why you lowea 
come here?” One man said to me one day: *‘ Me 
no Clistian or me sendee ) ou way.’ 

**T tell you they are thinking, and treuble is 
brewing. ‘the greatest Prince in China said to 
me one day: ‘ We are looking after our home 
interests now. Ten years will pnt China in 
shape as to her interior arrangements; then we 
will look after her outside interests.’ They are 
making great guos and iron-clads, and are man- 
ning them. In ten years a country with one- 
third of the inhabitants of the globe will be 
ready toask what we meant by trifling with 
her treaty.”

INDIOTMENTS, 


A NEW-BRUNSWICK GRAND JURY ON 
THE SAYREVILLE MURDER. 


NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., Sept. 16.—It is ru- 
mored here to-night, and partially confirmed 
by members of the Grand Jury, that that body 
has found wholesale indictments against offi- 
cers of the Raritan River Rallroad, charging 
them with complicity in a murder. Those in- 
dicted are said to be Gen. E. H. Ripley, the 
President of the company; Col. Charles N. Ho- 
bart, the Vice President; M. F. Hendrickson, 
the General Trattic Agent; Thomas Hussey, the 
Superintendent of Construction, and all the 
members of the Board of Birectors of the com- 
ae , besides William F. Fisher, a millionaire 

ne manufacturer, whose yards are at Sayre- 
ville. 

The murder was that of George Geissenger, a 
laborer in the employ of Edwin Furman 
another Sayrevilie brickmaker. The railroad 
company had been endeavoring for months to 
secure the right of way across Furman’s land, 
‘and, not being able to obtainit, laid vlans to 
Tush across it and lay tracks at midnight. ‘The. 
attempt was made on the night of May 8. Fur- 
man’smen heard of it and attempted to pre- 
vent the trick, anda riot ensued in which pis-., 
tols and clubs were used freely, and Fisher, 
who is a bitter rival of Furman, sent his men to 
help the railroad workmen. Duribg the riot 
Geissenger was killed. 

The indictments said to have been found to- 
night will charge Fisher and the officers of the 
road, especially Hendrickson and Hussey, with 
complicity in the violation of the law which 
led murder, and is viewed by the law as 
‘murder. 1t is thought that the indictments 
against the Directors are merely technical. The, 
most serious verdict that would be obtained, 
probably, would be that of manslaughter.

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TORN BY A FAMILY FEUD 


THE KENTUCKY MILITIA OR-. 
DEKED TO SUPPRESS IT. 
HARLAN COUNTY’S FIGHTING CITIZENS’ 
—A PROCLAMATION ISSUED BY 

GOV. BUCKNER. 


PINEVILLE, Ky., Sept.,16.—Gov..Buckner has 
issued a proclamation to the law-abiding people 
explaining why he has ordered the State 
militia to Harlan County, the scene of the How- 
ard-Turner feud. In it-he satd: 


“You must discharge your duty as good citizens 
to show that you deserve to be sustained. It you 
refuse to discharge your duties as good citizens, 
you have no right to.ask others to discharges those 
duties for you. I call upon you, therefore, to 
respond promptly to the summons of the civil 
authorities, to obey them implicitly in their at- 
tempts to arrest and bring to speedy justice, or, if 
resisted by force, to shoot down, under the orders 
of the civil authorities, the assassins who threaten 
in your midst the peace and welfare of society.” 

The troops are now marching toward HAarlan- 
town, thirty-three miles from here, across the 
Cumberland Mountains. 

The Howard-Turner feud began fifteen years 
ago. William Turner, the father of the numer- 


ous family of that name, was a very wealthy 
man and owned several thousand acres of 
land in the ontop on a part of which 
Harlantown was uilt. He and sofme of 
his relations became involved in a difficulty 
with Mr. C. Hurst, a prominent lawyer, over 
a client of the latter’s. Hurst was killed, re- 
ceiving a dagger in his heart from the hands of 
Turner himself or one of his henchmen. 

Exasperated at: this act, for Hurst was a pop- 
ular and esteemed gentleman, some of the most 

rominent citizens, among whom were the Gil- 

erts, Howards, Halls, Deys, and Spurlocks, 
arose, with William Gilbert, a wealthy oitizen, 
at their head, and, by the aid of money and in- 
fluence, had the guilty parties brought toyustice 
and given a life sentence in the penitentiary. 

The Turners swore revenge against William 
Gilbert, and one court day two years afterward, 
whils talking to a friend, Gilbert was shot from 
ambush by young Will Turner, son of George 
‘B. Turner. He was indicted fer the murder, 
but proved: by a woman that he was at her 
house at the time, and was cleared. 

The woman, Susan Langford, was at the same 
time in love with Will Howard. Young 'urner 
did not like this and one day he whipped young 
Howard. There was no love lost between the 
two families before and this act widened the 
breach. ° 

War _was declared. Some time afterward 
Wick Howard, cousin of Will, got in a row with 
Bo» Turner, @ brother of Will Turner, and Bob 
was killed. 

Peace reigned for several days after this. 
Then, by prearranged plan, the male members 
of both families met at Harlantown to settle 
the trouble. Both clans were armed. A pitched 
battle ensued and Andrew Batley and John 
Bailey, innocent bystanders, were killed. Two 
Turners were wounded, 

The next fight took placein Junelast. The 
Turners took possession of the Nolan brothers’ 
store. The Nolans, supported by the Howards, 
armed themselves, and a pitched battle took 
place in the street. Several were wounded. The 
‘Turners then took refuge in the Court House and 
being strongly armed and well provided, en- 
dured a two weeks’ siege, In which several per- 
sobs Were wounded, including John Howaik. a 
brother of the notorious Wilson Howard. 

Finally a truce was declared and the Turners 
retired from their rendezvongs in the Court 
House, and at the next term of court the whole 
band was indicted for malicious shooting. 

Aug. 5 young George B. Turner, the only sur- 
viving brother of those who had been killed in 
the earlier stages of the feud, encounterea Wil- 
son Moward in the woods a short distance from 
Huarlantown. They opened fire at once, and 
after exchanging thirty shots at each other, 
Wilson Howard rode away scriously wounded, 
leaving his antagonist dead in the woods, 

At the news of this Judge Lewis organized a 
strong posse, in which were several of the Turner 
faction, and started out to find Howard. He 
was with several of his gang, and they were no 
sooner discovered than they were fired upon by 
the posse. The Howards returned the fire, and 
two more of the Turners and a henchman named 
Shurlock were Killed. 

Since then there has been no further blood- 
shed, but the hot embers that are smoldering 
in the bosoms of the two factious are only 
ovate a faint breath to fan them into a 

ame. 

Wilson Howard, the leader of his faction and 
the slayer of the three Turner brothers, haa not 
yet been arrested. A rewardef $6,400 awaits 
his captors. 

He is reported to be in the mountains south 
of Harlantown, surrounded by a vigilant band, 
and will die before he will submit to arrest. 


THE BRUNO STATUE. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 16.—Archbishop Fabre has 
issued a pastoral letter in connection with the 
Pope’s encyclical protesting against the erec- 


tion in Rome of 4 statue to Giordano Bruno, 
In the course of the letter his Grace says: 


“To celebrate, as they claim, the enfranchise- 
ment of the human mind, or, rather, to again insult 
the See of Feter, public morals, and the Chris. 
tian doctrines, and to arouse popular passions, the 
sectarians raised in the Eternal City a monument 
to vice and impiety in the person of that Giordano 
Bruno, 2 monk twice apostate, enemy of God and 
virtue, @ man without doctrine or morals, whose 
revolting crimes brought him under the condem- 
nation of ecclesiastical and civil laws. The inau- 
guration of his statue tuok place on a religious 
holiday, with an unprecedented display of all that 
could offend Catholic sentiment. 

‘In the procession figured delegates from all the 
secret societies of Italy, and even of Europe. They 
bore in triumph the image and banner of the Prince 
of Darkness, of Satan, the worthy chief of those im- 
pious hordes, and obscene songs, ignoble vocifera- 
tions, threats, and outbursts of rage, mingled with 
horrible blasphemies, were heard under the 
Vatican windows. ‘the heart of our beloved 
Pontiff, Leo XIII... bled at the sight of such 
crimes, and in an intimate reunion of Cardinals 
he aliowed to arise #rom his depressed soul ex- 
pressions of regret and sorrow. His words have 
crossed the ocean and been heard beyond the pre- 
cincts of his prison, and the Catholic world unites 
with the Pope in denouncing an odious act which 
completes the ghee wma measures and reveals 

intolerable situation in wnich 
the head of the Church is now placed.” 





LORD STANLEY TO VISIT MANIPOBA. 

OTTAWA, Sept. 16.—Lord Stanley, Governor 
General, Lady Stanley, and the Viceregal party 
leave here to-morrow on a trip over the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway to the Pacific coast. An 
elaborate programme has been prepared, as it 
is the Governor’s first tour inthe West. After 
visiting Port det on Lake Superior, and 
Winnipeg, his Excellency will leave the line of 
railway, and, adopting buckboard conveyance, 
will proceed 300 miles north to Battleford, Ba- 
touche, and Prince Aibert, the scene of the late 
Northwest rebellion. His escort will comprise 
a detachment of mounted police. 

The Governor proposés to visit the Cree and 
Blackfeet Reserves, where an Indian war dance 
will take place in his honor.

ANOTHER NEW-YORK MONUMENT TO BE 
UNVEILED TO-DAY, 


POUGHKEEPSIE, Sept. 16.—The One Hundred 
and Fiftieth New-York Regiment left town to- 
day for Gettysburg, numerous friends accom- 
panying the command. To-morrow the regiment 
will dedicate @ monument at Culp’s Hill in 
commemoration of the part taken by the regi- 
ment in the great struggle of July, 1863. 
Among those who departed with the regiment 
this morning were Gen. John H. Ketcham, who 
commanded it; Miss Ethel B. Ketcham, his 
daughter, who will unveil the monument; Chap- 
lain E. O. Bartlett, Gen. A. B. Smith, John M. 
Krauth, Judge Henry A. Gildersleeve of New- 
York, who is tobe the orator of the day; Ben- 
son J. Lossing, the historian; Capt. William L. 
Wooden, who will have charge of the regi- 
mental camp fire to-morrow and Wednesday 
night; Capt. Obed Wheeler of the New-York 
Stock Exchange, who commanded a company 
in the regiment; Col. 8, V. R. Cruger, who also 
had a compary; William 8. Johnston, who was 
Provost Marsnal here when the regiment was 
mustered into service, and Mrs. William 8&8. 
Johnston. The party left at9 A. M. on a special 
train on the West Shore Road. 

‘rhe money for the memorial monument was 
raised $2,500 by subscription and $1,500 by 
legis:ative appropriation. It was designed by 
G. 8. Bissel of this city and constructea by Van 
Wyck and Collins, [tis a simple shaft, modeled 
on the lines of a tower. The base is 9 feet 
square and the apex 6 feet square. It is of 
Quincy granite, each stone extending from one 
side to the other. The sides are paneled and 
inscribed with the coat of arms of New-York 
State, corps badges, name of the regiment 
erecting it, names of those killed and wounded, 
and the principal battles the regiment was en- 
gagedin. Itstands near the middle of the regi- 
mental line where, on the 3d of July, 1863, the 
Confederates failed in an attempt to turn the 
right of the Union Army.

A RAOH RIOT IN ILLINOIS. 


A DESPERATE FIGHT IN WHICH THE 
NEGROES WERE FINALLY BEATEN. 


LAWRENCEVILLE, Ill., Sept. 16.—A race war 
between whites and blacks occurred here Sat- 
urday night. A few days ago a 8t. Louis negro 
named ‘‘Slick” came to town, and Saturday aft- 
ernoon, in a quarrel witha white man, he at- 
tacked him with a knife. The white man 
escaped, afterreceiving two wounds, and then 
‘Slick’ dasned down the street, slashing at 
every one. Judge Barnes of the County Court 
ordered the negro to stop. The negro attacked 
the Judge, but the latter retaliated by knocking 
himdown, The negro was then disarmed and 
arrested. 

Meanwhile, the blacks, hearing of the arrest, 
determined to rescue the prisoner. A few 
white men rallied around the Judge. There 
was a hard fight,in which the negroes were 
beaten back, and four of the ringleaders 
arrested. The prisoners were taken to the 
county jail, and the Sheriff and his deputies 
were ordered by the Judge to guard the build- 
ing. The blacks quickly organized and made an 
attack on the jail. The Sherlff was ordered to 
fire on them, but refused, and the negroes forced 
their way into the jailand rescued the prison- 
ers. Judge Barnes organized the whites, and 
attacked the blacks at the jail. There was a 
desperate fight, in which pistols, knives, and 
clubs were used. Judge Barnes was cut and 
shot, but his wounds are not fatal. Dr. John- 
son, Ea Lamb, and three other white men were 
seriously hurt. Two negroés were shot and 
@ half hundred heads Were broken. The whites 
won, and the ringleaders were again put in jail 
and a heavy cuard placed around the building,

IN PERIL FROM FLOODS 


ONE RESULT OF RUIN IN THE 
ADIRONDAOKS. 

‘BARE MOUNTAIN SIDES POURING DOWN 

DISASTROUS FRESHETS, WHICH ARE 


FOLLOWED BY LONG DROUGHTS. 
IL 

THIRTEENTH LAKE, Warren County, N. Y., 
Sept..16.—Readers of newspapers will remem- 
ber that early in the Summer, while the tales of 
the horrors of the Western Pennsylvanian floods 
were new upon the tongues of every human- 
héarted being on this continent, there came a 
sort of anti-climax, but it was none the less 
proportionately terrible, in the rush of the 
waters through the pretty village of Johnstown, 
this State. Bridges and mills were swept away, 
farms made.useless, railways blocked by land- 
slides, people made homeless,several of the 
villagers drowned, and nearly ten thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of live stock killed. Of course, when 
set beside the great “disaster of the more un- 
fortunate Johnstown, the ruin in our own little | 
place was insignificant, and it was doubly so to ; 
the citizens of the metropolis, who, secure in! 
their wide-mouthed rivers, with the Atlantic at 
their feet, may contemplate floods with phil- 
osophic calm. 

But New-York is by no means the only city 
of importance in the Empire State which lies 
upon the Hudson. Albany and Troy demand 
recognition ana safety. The hundred little 
towns and hamlets which extend along the’ 
Hudson, the Mohawk, and the North Rivers 
should be considered when New-Yorkers shrug 
their shoulders and declare their carelessness 
of deluges. Yet little Johnstown, not far from 
popular Saratoga, with its experience of last 
Summer, was a warning—anda a pertinent one 
at that—of things which are sure to happen, 
with manifold serious results, within.the next 
five years,if more attention is not paid to the 
great watershed of the Adirondacks, among 
whose.mountains and in whose lakes rise the 
rivers which make the inland commerce of thia 
State so marvelous. 

At present nothing practical is doing to pro- 
tect this region. To put the truth as uttered 
by a mountaineer when I asked him how the 
forestry laws were enforced in the Adirondacksi 
‘“‘They ain’t enforced at all The laws were 
made by men who don’t know what we need 
here. Give us some laws that we can take-care 
of and we’ll put them through.” Of course, it 
is very well known that this region has peen 
extensively cut by the lumbermen, but an exam- 
ination of this cutting in regard to its influence 
upon the country has never been made except 
in a perfunctory manner. The people, careless 


at first, became astonished a dozen years ago 
at the difference.which they noticed in thie 
character and the quantity of the waterflow 
from the mountains. Now they are becoming‘ 
alarmed and justly so, forthe great highlands 
in their present condition stand as a constant 
menace to the safety of their homes. 

Within twenty years, the old inhabitants oi 
Warren County say, the Spring freshets have 
increased steadily in volume and rapidity ot 
exhaustion; the droughts have been more fre- 
quent and of longer duration; mountain 
streams which formerly were full of water all 
the Summer through are driea up in the hot 
weather, destroying such water power as is 
used in the valley farms, and m g tishing, 
save in a few weeks in the Spring, simply an 
impossibility. Within five years the normal 
height of the North River has decreased eight 
feet during the warm weather, and has in- 
creased six feet during the freshets. There is 
no falling off during the Autumn rains; on the 
contrary, the imorease is proportionately as 
great as itisin the Spring. At present the river 
shows its bed in many places south of River- 
side. Its bottom rocks stick out of the stream 
in a way which showsits shallowness, In 188% 
canoes could readily ascend the stream in Sum- 
mer; now it would be impossible for them to da 
it. The North Creek, which tlows inte the river 
at the town of North Creek, instead of béing 
@ noble mountain stream, is a most insignifi- 
cant brook, only one-third of whose original 
bed is used. 

The Sacondaga River, one of the chief tribu- 
taries in this region of the North or Hudson 
River, has had its flow lessened three-eigbths, 
pasturage growing in the place formerly occu- 
pied by the river whose waters were always 
white from the swiftness of their motion, In- 
stead of Hadly, “The Meeting of the Waters,” 
according to the Indians, having its deep gorges 
foam-splashed by the Sacondaga, it can scarcely 
get sufficient power to keep its mills running. 
The great lumber mills at Glens Falls and Fort 
Edward have about as much as they can do, 
despite their great dams, to keep going in the 
Summer. Trout fishing south of the glenia 
almost ruined because of the shallowness of the 
water in the streams and lakes, and among the 
lowest foothills of the Adirondacks trout is 
aimost aS much of «a rarity as in the Passaic 
River. 

There has not been a Spring flood within the 
last eight years which has done less than 
$30,000 worth of damage to the towns which 
lie alohg the North and Sacondaga Rivers as far 
south as Hadley—not, of course, counting the 
losses to the business men of Albany and Troy, 
who have their wares floated around in their 
stores along the river front during the Spring. 
Of course, this is asmall interest on the value of 
the lumber (amounting to $4,000,000 annual- 
ly) which is taken out of the woods, but the loss 
falls upon persons who are in no sense able to 
stand it, and one of the results is that no in- 
vestor will build stibstantial buildings in the 
districts througnjwhichjthese threatening rivers 
flow. The risk is altogether too great, for a 
single heavy freshet weuld be sufficient to wipe 
out the investments of a half dozen years. An- 
other significant thing is that at the head of the 
Hudson River navigation, at Troy, the rise of 
the tide has decreased one foot since 1881, a 
most remarkable fall when compared with any 
of the large rivers of this country, but nearly 
parallel with the fall in the tides of the Danube, 
which caused the Austrian Government ten 
years ago to maketree planting compulsory, 
and to organize what is perhaps the most thor- 
ough forest protectorate there is in the world. 
Yet there is not within the territories of tine 
Austro-Hungariam Empire so great a district 
which is so absolutely essential to the existence 
of the streams which it sends forth as this same 
Adirondack wilderness beneath whose trees this 
is written. 

Within Township Thirteen of the town of 
Johnsburg, this county, there are several 
short ranges of mountains, culminating ia 
Buli’s Head Mountain and in Puffer’s 
Mountain. The township includes thirty-six 
square miles and is composed of a 
succession. of hills, none of them less 
than 1,500 feet in height and several rising 
to 3,600 feet. Ten oreleven years ago they 
were covered with virgin forest, the trees in- 
cluding hemlock, balsam, cedar, white ash, pine, 
and spruce. The timber was cleared away within 
four years. Thirteenth Lake is a fine body of 
water. three miles long and one-half mile wide, 
whichis fea »y springs, but which flows inte 
the North River through one of the wildest 
mountain ravines thatI have seen in this re- 
gion. The fal! of the stream in several instances 
is ten feet in fifteen. There are several places 
where the descent is precipitous. The rapid 
descent of this creek makes lumbering partiou- 
larly profitable and easy, for, in the Springtime, 
when the snow melts on the mountain side, this 
creek becomes filled to the level of its banks 
and it will carry the timber to the river at the 
rate of six miles in tifteen minutes. 

The result of this is that, while riding along 
the sides of this brook, one cannot find a sprace 
tree more than six inches in diameter, nor is 
there a stick of marketable timber standing on 
its roots that is bigger than this. Not alone is 
it true that the commercial growth of the trees 
has been cut off, but there is no mountain side 
so adjacent that one may distinguish the foliage 
from the uniform blue of the surrounding hills, 
which bear any tree save maple and pin cherry, 
woods that aro practically worthlees fer com- 
mercial purposes. At least two-thirds of the 
mountains within view have the same appear- 
ance as the Scottish Highlands have when the 
trosts have taken all the color of the purple 
heather, leaving the hills brown and bare and 
desolate. 

It isamelanchely spectacle this, after passing 
through miles of the most luxuriant growtn of 
timber and verdure, secure because there are no 
waterways near down which the lumbermen 
may float the logs, to come face to face witha 
height as noble in its contour and altitude as 
any of them, yet bare of even a bush, its turf 
even burned brown, making, because of its 
majesty of shape,a greater blotch upon the 
tumbling landscape. Within this township 
there is not a mountatn which has not been cut 
and suvsequentily burned, for 1t seems that once 
the grasp of destruction is placed upon a mount- 
ain here it is never loosed until every mere of, 
life is choked out, so that not a twig or a leaf or 
even the rich turf of the ancient forest-is left-to 
tell of the glories that are past. 

The causes of this are very simple. Hank. 
Maxam, a veteran guide, whose half centary: 
of life has been spent in the midst of the mount- 
ains and wilderness, and who has = bh 
the region to the St. Lawrence, said to mein ex- 

lanation: ‘The cause of this burning is noth- 

ng more than the potato pateh, and the man 
who causes most of the destruction isthe or 
® 





= He comes into the woods prospecting 
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lace to build a hut and raise acrop. He sees a 
nice level piece on the mountainside and sets to 
‘work clearing it. When he gets all the trees 
down he tackles the underbrush, and because it 
fis @ good deal easier to burn it over and so rid it 
‘of the brush, he starts a fire. Tho balsam burns 
like gunpowder and so do the cedar and pine 
meedies. He manages to burn over his potato 

atch of an acre in extent, and in doing it sets

ifine trees as grow on God’s footstool.” 

‘ This is are true, and she fire doés not 
top with the destruétion of the trees The 
all of trees and leaves for Centuries have made 

bed of nutriment for thé existing Woodlands 

. from ten to eighteen feetin depth. it is essen- 

tialiy peat and will burn as steadily as that of 

the English fens or Irish bogs. Once started it 
js extinguished only by the steady downpour of 

the Autumn rains, and in some instances a 

stretch of 1,000 acrésa has been known to burn 

for three months, glowl aud smoking and 
spreading ail the time. The continuance of 
these ‘“‘muck fires,’ as they call them bere, 
means thet the ground actually burns i and 
that in many in’tances plateaus and h sides 
have been lowered a dozen feet Then comes 
the unavoidable but lamentable consequence. 

The districts over which these flames have gone 

becomes dead. Nothing more will grow upon 

them, for the nutriment of the sandy substrat- 

um of the soll has been burned ont. . 

If in the course of a half dozen Years natu 
should, in her effort to make all things beauti- 

ul, cover the bare rock with a growth of 

ichens, it would be more than the past would 

jwarrant one in hoping. As a rule, and it is 
sadly demonstrated by Baid Mountain, which 
‘rises 2,000 feet above me as I write, the fires 
leave either scarred and blackened stumps and 
bare rock, showing precipices and ravines filled 
with charred timber, or expanses of maie fern 
and basswood bushes, which by pure persist- 
ence have secured a hold on the granite and 
cling thera, fighting ‘ie heavy winds of the 
Antumn, but succumbing inevitably to the 
fierce sunlight which comes through a rarefied 
and cioudless atmosphere, and burns them as 
broWn as the sands of the Sahara. This insig- 
nificant uiuderbrush has literaliy no chance to 
live, for the repositories of moisture in the peat, 
the mosses, and the fallen leaves of the previ- 
ous dozen Autums have been burned away. 

Then come the floods. In.the past, before the 

woodlands had been denuded of their big trees, 

it required five weeks of the warm Spring sun- 
light to melt the snow on the summits and the 
slopes of the Mountains. Now but two weeks 
are needed to melt the deep layers of snow 
which accumulate during the long Winters. 
Sometimes not even so short a period is re- 
quired, for after two warm days great fields of 
snow and ice slip from the mountain sides into 
the streams and ravines, and add so greatly to 
the flow that floods are unavoidable. With the 
destruction of the great trees and the subse- 
quent burning of the brush and peat, this is in- 
evitable. There is nothing on the steep slopes 
for the dry snow tocling to; all muat follow 

‘natural laws and fall into its natural receptacie 

—the mountain ravine. 

But this is really but one of the lesser eyHs. 
The absence of the peat and its covering of 
moss and fern, which serves as a huge sponge 
to soak up and retain against the long droughts 
of the Summer the moisture of the Wintér and 
Spring, allows every raindrop to form its inae- 
pendent rivulet. No sooner does the rain fali 
than it follows its impetus and flows down the 
steep inclines into the bedsof the mountain 
streams and thence into the feeders of the 
great rivers. Dweliers here unite in saying 
that there have been nosuch droughts known as 
have occurred within the last eight or ten 
\years. Mountains and valleys which have pre- 
viously retained allthe freshness of their ver- 
dure away into the Autumn lose it before the 
‘midsummer is paést,and liesere and yellow 
‘until the heavy winds of the late Fall deprive 
them of their scanty foliage. 

This matter can be thoroughly appreciated 
only by persons who have passed some time 
bere. Tothem it is not necessary to explain 
the needs of the country so that this fatal abuse 
of irresponsible and reckless lumbering and 
squatting may be stopped, and stopped in such 
‘a way that offenders will be forevermore dis- 
couraged from violations of some of the reason- 
pole aws which, if the State ~egislature does 
‘ts duty this session, Will beé pas ed, Squatting 
without the permission of the . .teshouid be 
‘punished by eviction and a cumulative fine, 
iRi00 for the first offense, $500 for the second, 
fund imprisonment for the third. Where the 
State gives permission for the erection of build- 
ings it should demand a bond large enough to 
secure the Commonweath from loss should the 
fbuilders start destructive forest fires. Where 
squatters are found who have made éxtensive 
himprovements they should be compelled to pay 
‘a percentage of their receipts to the State for 
ithe privilege of continuing, 

+ The subject of squatters isa very tendér one 

‘up here, particularly among the proprietors of 

lthe hotels which are scattered through the wil- 

‘derness. The monumentalimpudence of some 

‘of the projectors of these places is without par- 

laliel, even in the dealings between the Puritans 

‘and the Indians of Massachusetts and Connecti- 

‘cut. A man sees @ particularly fine site for a 

‘hotel and, knowing full well that the State owns 

the land, proceeds with the utmost carelessness 

to blast rock for foundations, cut and saw tim- 
ber for the woodwork, and then open it with 
éclat as @ Summer and Winter sanatarium, as- 

‘surance of equitable temperature in the cold 

‘seasons being freely given. And why not? 

'kuel costs the hotel man nothing, for there is 

the wide-stretching foreat abeat him, with 

millions of cords of wood only needing cutting 

'to make avaliable for fuel. 

What has been done by these places toward 
,destroying the mest lovely spots in the ferests 
iis incaiculable. Yet the Forestry Commission 
inever thinks of disturbing them. Men are per- 
‘mitted to use the State’s property with the 
greatest eo in building up their busi- 
inesa, and then they have the effrontery to 
charge the taxpayers of the State $4 and $5 a 
day for very ordinaty accommodations. 

Then there are three &o-called sportsmen’s 
clubs in the central region which, so far as 
_their relatious to the State are concerned, are 
‘howling farces. There is one, the Adirondack 
‘Club, which, the people of this part of the 
country say, has not paid taxes on its reserva- 
tion since 1ts organization, and which asurps 
one of the fatrest places in the Lake 
‘Banford district. It has the coolness 
jto make a close preserve of its res- 

jervation, which, according to the most lib- 
‘eral construction of the forest preserve laws, 
Delongs to the State, and make rules whieh for- 
bid any person not a member of the club or the 
friend of the member to pass over “ their prop- 
erty under penalty of the law.”’ Yet in the face 
‘of this, the Forestry Commission desires the 
more or icss enthusiastic thanks of the people 
jfor having “preserved the Adirondack wilier- 
ness.” These clubs are composed of men all of 
whom have what is Known in New-York as a 
‘“‘pull.” They include not a few State and 
Washington politicians. Their reservations are, 
tor the most part, in the wildest and most beau- 
tiful sections of the forgst, away from streams 
which are large enough to attract the iumber- 
men, yet the destraction of the forests and the 
watershed goes right along under their anspices 
as though they were ultimately concerned in 
the market price of lumber In Albany and Troy. 

Of course, their clubhouses have to de batlt 
pnd their camps heve to be erected, so that they 
ynay shoot tbe deer which happen to wander 
into their ‘*reservation” in and out of season; 
these clubmen must have log fires and jots of 
them, and there must be plenty of trails 80 
that they may get about easily and not be in- 
terfered with by the heavy brush of the midfor- 
est. The clubs are increasing in numbers and 
voracity, and it wonld not be surprising if, in a 
very few years, unless some discretion is exer- 
cised in the apportionment of these grants, with 
the understanding that there sheula be no red 
serve prohibitive of the public, the great, free 
Adirondack woods will be as inaccessible as the 
deer preserves and trout streams of the Cats- 
kills, were signs of “‘teware of trepyss—The 
Whing Whang Club,” confronts the 
every few rods.

A FAITH-CURE VIOTIM. 


MARTHA OLSEN’S DEATH DUE TO THE 
NEGLEOT TO CALL A DOCTOR. 


Coroner Rooney and a jury investigated last 
night the circumstances of the death of Martha 
Oleaen, who died on Thursday at 205 Sackett- 
street, Brooklyn, from typhoid fever. She was 
afflicted with the faith-cure mania, and was 
living with the family of Carl Olsen, all of 


whom were devout faith-ourists. Dr, A. W. 
Ford, who attenaed the girl, made affidavit that 
she had died really from neglect, and on that 
affidavit Olsen was arrested. 

The first witness last night was William Olsen, 
@ brother of the dead girl, who retold the story 
of his visits to her, his demand for a physician, 
and her disinclination to haveone, She said 
Jesus hed made her ill and would make her 
well again, Mr. Olsen did not know whether 
his sister had finally asked for a doctor and 
medicine or not. 

Mrs. Carl Olsen, Mrs. Edwards, Mra. Benson, 

and Mrs, William Olsen all testified that Mar- 
tha said time after time that she would not 
have a@ doctor, and, if one was called, would not 
take his medicine. She frequently said that 
she wished she had not come to Olsen’s house, 
asit was not holy enough forher. In answer 
to questions by the Coroner, Mrs. Carl Olsen 
said she would not ‘have calied in a physician 
if she had been in Martha’s place, as she had no 
faith in docters. She admitted, after considera- 
ble hesitation, that if she had broken her leg 
she would send for a physician pretty quick. 
She drew the line on the faith question, she said, 
at broken legs. 
After Coroner Rooney had addressed the jury 
brie they brought in a verdiot to the effect 
that Martha Olsen’s death was due to typhoid 
fever, hastened by criminal neglect on the part 
of Carl Olsen. The latter was held for the 
Granda Jury.

THE ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE IN- 
TERNATIONAL UNION OPENS. 


The twenty-fifth convention of the Cigar- 
makers’ International Union was begun yester- 
day morning at Tammany Hall.

HIS HISTORY AT ASBURY PARK—LITI- 
GATION WITH A POLICEMAN, 


The body of Edward F. Miller, who was found 
dead at the foot of a stairway in the Manhattan 
Hotel, Twenty-eighth-street and Sixth-avenue, 
lay yesterday in a plain casket at Roth’s under- 
taking establishment, 524 Sixth-avenue. Late 
in the day his widow came up from Asbury 
Park, where she manages the Howard House, 
The body wili be buried to-day from the house 
of her brother, Nathan Fishblatt, One Hundred 
and Twenty-tifth-street. 

Deputy Coroner Donlin found that death was 
caused by compression of the brain, due to a 
fail down stairs. Mrs. Miller strenuously op- 
posed an autopsy and none was held. 

The dead man was a member of a wealthy 
Newark family. He was forty-seven years old. 
A millionaire and invalid uncle, Jacob Miller, 
has lived at the Grand Hotel during the Winters 
for many years. Mr. Miller, it was said by. a 
friend wt wnt age would bave been: on his waye 
to Washington to-day if he had notdied. He 
had patented an envelope, and was in negotia- 
bee with the Post Office Department for its 
sale. " 

ASBURY PARK, Bept. 16.—Edward F. Miller 
wasa resident of this place, His wife’s hotel, 
the Howard House, is at 300 Seventh-avenue. 
Their only domestic trouble was his fondness 
for drink. That they had had a serious breach 
or had separated Mrs. Miller denied to-day. 

Miller and his wife formerly lived on One 
Hundred and Thirty-fifth-street, New-York. He 
claimed to have an interest in large Govern- 
ment contracts. All his business relations, 
however, were seriously interferred with by 
fondness for liquor. Anintimate friend also 
makes the statement that he was fond of the 
gaming table and sometimes staked large sums, 

Miller was brought into notoriety here by his 
troubles with a policeman named James H. 
Hagerman, About thelst of July Hagerman 
shot and killed a large St. Bernard dog belong- 
ing to Mra, Miller. This roused Miller’s ire, and 
he had the policeman brought up before the 
Boardof Commissioners, charging him with 
drinking while on duty. He also searched into 
Hagerman’s history and brought up an old 
charge against him. Hagerman was exonerated 
by the Commissioners and continued on the 

olice force, He at once instituted suit against 

iller for $5,000 damages, 

Miller was arrested and placed under bonds. 
Two or three weeks later, a Mra, Hanneway, 
of Long Branch, came before the Commissioners 
and swore to the truth of the old charge against 
the policeman. Hagerman was again brought 
before the Commissioners, and this time 
was suspended. The strength of the testi- 
mony against the officer did not, however, add 
much to the defense of Miller in the libel suit, 

Miller left the place about Aug. 20, and has not 
been back since, refusing even to answer the 
summons of the court. His bondsmen did not 
like his conduct and desired to be released. 
For several weeks continual effort has been 
made to rearrest Miller for criminal libel, but 
he has kept well out of the way. His death of 
course suspends all action in the case. 


VIOTIMS OF THE STORM. 


THE PILOT BOAT AMBROSE SNOW SAFE 
—WEATHER-BEATEN VESSELS. 


The pilot boat Ambrose Snow came up the 
bay in safety yesterday morning and anchored 
off Stapleton at 6 o’clock. She was the last of 
the pilot fleet to arrive since the great gale and 
considerable anxiety had been felt about her. 
The event proved that the Snow is @ very 
stanch craft and can weather about any storm 
that blows. Thestrength of the storm struck 
her when about thirty miles off Cape Henlopen. 
She was at once hove to under storm trysails 
and rode out the heavy weather beautifully, 
though the waves often washed completely 
over her. The only thing that gave way was 


one cleat, and that did not cause any trouble. 
With that slight exception the plucky little 
schooner Game through the storm without a 
scratch. 

Pilot Charles Andersen, who was taken to sea 
on the Newport and was expected to take a 
round trip to Aspinwall and back, was brought 
back on the Alvo yesterday. He was trans- 
ferred to the Alvo on Friday, 500 miles south of 
Sandy Hook. 

The German bark Johann Wilhelm, thirty 
days out from the Cape Verd Islands, re- 
ported on her arrival yesterday that on Sept. 
13, eighty miles south-southeast of Sandy Hook, 
she passed the dismasted and abandoned brig 
Anglo. The Anglo left Turk’s Island Aug, 23 
bound for Boston with a cargo of salt. She re- 
ceived the full force of the hurricane off the 
Capes of the Delaware and was abandoned by 
herj crew on Sept. 10, the steamer Prussian, 
bound for Baltimore, taking them on board. 
The Anglo was of 298 tons burden and hailed 
from Lunenburg, N. &, where she was built in 
1873. She was owned by J. Eisenhauer & Co, 
ot Lunenburg. 

The Russian bark Arvis, bound from Mobile 
for Hull, was obliged to put into this port in 
distress yesterday. She met with the gale off 
Hatteras Sept. 7. A part of her deckload of 
lumber was washed overboard, her rail was 
badly stove, and her seams so parted that she 
sprung a leak. This became so bad that she 
was waterlogged before her arrival yesterday. 

The steamship Edith Hough, which arrived 
yesterday from Portau, Spain, reported that on 
Sept. 13, in latitude 30° 25’, longitude 69° 42’, 
she spoke an Atlas steamer bound south. The 
steamer was suffering from her recent struggle 
with the hurricane and had a heavy list to star- 
board. This steamer was probably the Adiron- 
dack, which left here on Sept. 6 for Kingston.

Alpheus Geer, W. H. Preston, W. P. Claggett, 
and a few others suddenly woke up to the fact 
that it was time for tne straw hat to go. And 
go it did, then and there, with great celerity. 

Edward Allen, Jr., was very soon wearing the 
brim of his straw hat and the rest of it was do- 
ing service as a football. Walter Munn’s hat 
went to pieces to keep it company, and Edward 
Adams’s was divided into many pieces. 

While this was going on in the pit a party of 
brokers were pelting the crowd with grain, and 
there was a livelier movement in that com- 
modity than there has been in many days. 
Many straw hats and many white bats were 
wrecked, After the grain men were done 
rending asunder their own hats they fell upon 
the provision men and completed the work,

heeded. 


DIAMONDS STILL GOING UP. 

A John-stree t jeweler who had been making a 
long business trip said yesterday that the 
diamond trust was already haying an appreci- 
able effect upon trade. He had been ‘‘down 
East,” through this State, and out West, and it 
was apparent that diamonds are scaréer @nd 
higher than they were a few months ago. 
Several of the Old World diamond cutters have 
temporarily suspended business rathér than 
pay what they consider exorbitant prices. Thoy 


‘are holding on to their stock in hand at ad- 
vanced prices, and dealers in this country are 
consequently forced to ask more for their goods. 

The market is short, and certain grades of the 
precious stones cannot be obtained without 
great difficulty. The general advance in prices 
in this country ranges from 25 to 50 per cent 
This jeweler mentioned several instances where 
he had bought and sold diamonds since the 
trust was formed at prices that hitherto would 
have beon regarded as fancy. In one case he 
disposed of a miscellaneous lot of inferior 
stones and subeeqnenty triedto buy them back, 
but his customer had the fever and made such 
a high-mark tigure thatit was beyond consid- 
eration, The jeweler himselt bought a desirable 
collection at an average of $40 per carat, and 
within a few weeks haa been offered and refused 
$50 per carat. 








A STRAY WIRE RANG THE ALARM.

FIRES DOWN TOWN. 


——p-———— 
A FIERCE BLAZE WITHIN A BLOOK OF 
THE TOMBS LAST. NIGHT. 


A fire raged flercely but briefly in the building 
owned and parly occupied by F. Woenhr, at 125 
and 127 Worth-street, about 9 o’clock last night, 
and in a short time flames were issuing from the 
roof. The first alarm was followed by a second 
and third; and the firemen quickly had streams 
upon the fire, but not before the flames had 
burst from the first-story windows. Ina com- 
paratively short time, however, the fire was 
under control, 

The building is an old one, five stories high, 
and stands upon land owned by the’ Lorillard 
estate. F. Woehr, who owned it, occupied the 
basement and part of the first floor as a steam 
planing mill and wood-carving establishment. 
His sou, Henry Woehr, occupied another part 
of the first floor as a cutlery store and with ap- 
paratus for grinding cutlery. Other rooms 
were occupied by Charles Hoppe, metal worker 
and mulitary goods; F, A. Klein, cutier and 
grinder: J. Scholz, umbrella maker; Collins, 
pattern maker; C. Haas, machinist and lock- 
smith; Walter E, Clarke, locksmith, and J. B. 
Parks, lithographer. 

The fire seems to have started in the base- 
ment, probably in the boiler room, and the ma- 
terial thereabout being highly inflammable, it 
made rapid progress. But it was so soon sub- 
dued that it is not believed that the loss on 
building and stock could exceed $12,000. 

Back of the Woehr building, and fronting on 
Leonard-street, were a number of tenements, 
and, though separated from the fire by an open 
court, the inmates were naturally frightened, 
and began moving out, but the fire did not at 
any time reach them. On the east of the Woebr 
building is a new and uncompleted building 
owned by the Lorillard estate, and -on the west 
the liquor store of P. M. Smith, with tenements 
over it. Had the fire spread west or north, 
therefore, it would have driven scores of people 
inte the tase e 

@ only injury to any person was received 
by Edward Bowers of Hook and Ladder No. 1, 
who was temporarily overcome by smoke and 
fire while getting into the buiting when the 
firemen first arrived. Hesoon recovered. 

While this fre was in progress another alarm 
was given, caused by a fire in the kitchen of the 
restaurant of John Suhr, 92 Duane-street, 
corner of Broadway.

There is a touch of manly seli-respect in 
the congratulation sent to ex-Secretary 
WHITNEY by Secretary of the Navy Tracy 
on the success of the Baltimore, Myr.

The Tanner business will not have been 
wholly without useful fruit if it produces 
a popular reaction against turning the Gov- 
ernment chiefly into a fountain of pension 
pap, using the entire machinery of trade, 
tariff, and finance to keep up the supply. 
The people of the United States. have paid 
out for pensions—and nearly all since the 
beginning of the civil war—the sum in 
round numbers of $1,000,000,000. It is 
now, and for some time has been, paying 
over $80,000,000 a year, a rate which if 
kept up and increased as it has been lately 
increasing. will carry the tetal of pension 
expenditures during the next dozen. years, 
or by the-close of the present-century, well 
along toward $2,000,000,000. Yet there is 
a contimual suggestion on the part of those 
who are now the most eager in expressing 
indignant sympathy for ex-Corporal and ex- 
Commissioner TANNER that the American 
people.ought to be paying agreat deal more 
for pensions than they are to-day. The 
army of pensioners now on our roll, aiter a 
quarter of a century of peace, is more numer- 
ous than the standing army of Germany 
itself, and nearly equal to the gombined 
reguiar armies proper of Great Britain and 
Austria-Hungary. There are also constant 
voluntary increases in the vaiues of pen- 
sions, or the amounts made payable on them, 
one example being an increase of 50 per 
cent. in the values of a class of fully 100,- 
000 pensions made under the last Adminis- 
tration. In face of such figures and facts, 
some of the language employed by the Tan- 
neritesis rather out of place. 








The New-Jersey Republicans hold their 
State Convention to-day, and there is a 
prospect: of a lively contest over the nom- 
ination fer Governor. There are several

outcome of the convention is uncertain. 
The principal State issue is still presented 
by the liquor question, and: the Repub- 
licans seem to be less united upon that 
than they-were two years ago, when their 
successful “canvass was followed by - the 
high-license and lecal-option law, which 
has since been modified by a Democratic 
Legislature. There is a considerable ele- 
ment among the Republicans which ap- 
pears to be afraid of the liquor question, 
and disposed to let it rest, while the tem- 
perance element in the party is inclined to 
be aggressive and to insist upon @ policy of 
greater restriction. Division or vacillation 
on this subject is not likely to promote 
party strength, and there is no other ques- 
tion calculated to excite much enthusiasm 
among New-Jersey Republicans. 
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Is it possible that Secretary WINDOom’s 
action in regard to the location of the Ap- 
praiser’s warehouse was determined by pri- 
vate interests and local political considera- 
tions? Nothing could be more discreditable 
to him than such a supposition, and yet 
many men who have a deep interest in the 
subject can find no other explanation of 
his course. The effort to attribute it to 
foresight in regard to the future require- 
ments of this port is too.strained to be even 
plausible. All considerations of conven- 
ience and economy are against the Bowling 
Green site, and all that can be found in its 
favor is the personal interests of certain 
powerful politicians and the party advan- 
tage that may be derived from the expendi- 
ture of an inordinate amount of public 
money at the foot of Broadway.

Two conventions in support of the move- 
ment for the making of a deep-water harbor 
on the Texas coast have been held—one in 
Texas and one in Colorado—and another is 
to be held next month in Kansas. .Thé 
leaders of this movement are in earnest and 
their appeal to Congress will be made with 
considerable force. They ask that $10,000,- 
000 of the public money shall be expended 
in making the desired harbor for the use of 
the people west of the Mississippi River. 
The engineers appointed by authority of 
Congress to make an inquiry and to 
report as to the spot on the coast of 
Texas where the money can be ‘used 
te the greatest advantage-have completed 
their surveys, and their report’ will be-sub- 
mitted in the coming Winter. If the money 
already’ spent at Sabine Pass had.been used 
for the improvement of some Texas harbor 
where there issome commercerand in the 
neighborhood, of'which there ‘is a commer- 
cial city, the demands of these Western, 
conventions would: already-have been met 
‘in part. Ifthe money*wasted on that coast 
had been used at Galveston the completion 
of such a harbor as is required would have 
been measurably: hastened.

get from the Pennsylvania manu- 
facturers. Tp fact, what is now sought 
from the tarift is no longer protec- 
tion at all, but privilege, and from the 
earliest history of representative govern- 
ment, privilege has been the source of de- 
moralization and corruption. Itis so now. 
The able and even great men who conceived 


the system of encouragement to home manu-. 


tactures by checking, through import 
duties, competition from abroad, were far 
too sincere an@ honest to tolerate any such 
system as has grown up. Could they have 
foreseen its consequences they would gladly 
have given up the advantages they be- 
lieved could be obtained from it. And yet 
it is easy to see now thatthese consequences 
were inevitable; that the moment a repre- 
sentative Government begins to grant 
special advantages to any class, no matter 
how honorable may be the motive, it invites 
that and all other like classes to a struggle 
to secure and.keep control of the Govern- 
ment. The longer these privileges are con- 
tinued, and the more varied and extended 
they become, the sharper grows the strug- 
gle and the mere corrupting is the influence 
upon political parties. 

A single instance of the many that might 
be given shows to what an extreme and 
dangerous point this operation of legislative 
favoritism has gone. The wool-grewing in- 
terest, though small, is powerful in Ohio, 
which is a doubtful State. It is organized, 
and its organization last Winter demanded 
an increased duty on raw wool and, for 
some reason that we do not pretend to un- 
derstand, upon carpet wools. The Repub- 
lican Finance Committee of the United 
States Senate, backed by the vote of every 
Republican Senator, granted that increase, 
although it was perfectly well known that 
scarcely any carpet wool can be raised in 
the United States, that any increase in the 
cost of such weol would gravely injure the 
carpetmakers, and that these latter, with 
large capital, numerous;workmen, and im- 
mense dependent interests, were having a 
very hard time of it. Here was a case in 
which the tariff was treated not as a 
source of revenue, for there was no need 
of revenue; not to protect American in- 
dustry, for it was a positive and serious 
injury to avery extended American indus- 
try, but simply.and solely for the. partisan 
advantage of the party in power. The 
spirit of this action is the uniform spirit of 
the Republican Party in its treatment of 
the tariff. The minds of the leaders have 
been gradually poisoned until they are no 
longer able to see the true effect of what 
they are doing, or, if they do see it, are in- 
different to it. Unquestionably the evil 
will in the long run work out its own cure. 
The favoritism that buys influence and 
votes and campaign contributions from a 
few will discourage and disgust the many. 
There are signs that we are very near that 
crisis, and.thatthe body politic will throw 
off the poison by which it has been affected. 
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NEW-ENGLAND AND CANADA, 


The. Senate committee which has been} 


inquiring into our trade relations with 
Canada was.in session in Boston four days 
last:week. This was its second visit to the 
New-England metropolis, and the testimony 
taken was almost entirely confirmatory of 
that obtained earlier in the.season. There 
has ‘been hardly any dissent among the 


‘business menjof Boston and the vicinity: 


from the opinionthat New-England inter- 
ests would be ‘benetited by the freest pos- 
sible commercial intercourse with Cana- 
ada. Some expressed their belief in 
the advantages of annexation, others 
favored commercial union, and, with 
scarcely any exception, they declared 
that reciprocity of trade in some form 
would be mutually beneficial. The men 
who appeared before the committee doubt- 
less. understand fully what would benefit 
the industries and the trade of their own 
section, and it will hardly be disputed that 
what would benefit New-England would be 
an. advantage-to any other section adjacent 
to Canada, and consequently to the whole 
country. 

It is one ofthe curious anomalies of this 
kind of discussion.that, in general, so much 
importance is attached to political beunda- 
ries, which in reality have uo potency 
whatever to affect the principles of. com- 
mercial intercourse. It is generally -admit- 
ted that unrestricted traffic between the 
different States and sections of our own 
country is mutually advantageous. No- 
body doubts that the East and the West 
and the South profit by the interchange 
of their products, and that every- 
thing: that makes that interchange easier, 
quicker, and more economical is a 
gain for all concerned. The removal 
of obstructions and barriers to internal 
trade and the reduction in. the cost of 
transportation from one part of the country 
to another are recognized as benefits to the 
general prosperity... On the other side of 
the Canada border it is equally well under- 
stood that whatever promotes intercourse 
and exchange between the different prov- 
inces of the Dominion is a general benefit to 
all of them. The political line that sepa- 
rates Canada from the United States hasno 
power to modify the effects of commercial 
interchange. It it is profitable for Nova 
Scotia and New-Brunswick to trade with 
Quebec and Ontario, or:for New-England to 
trade with New-York and the West, it ‘is 
equally so for New-England or the West to 
trade with Canada, and in all commercial 
intercourse the advantages are necessarily 
reciprocal. 

The value of this New-England testimony 
lies in the fact that the situation of that 
section and the relations of its industrial 
and commercial interests aré° such as to 
make obvious the advantages of unre- 


stricted trade-with. its Northern neighbor, 
while with reference to other parts of the. 





There is no difference in the principles that 
apply, and none except of degree in the 
effects that would-be produced in regard to 
the rest of the country., The fullest and 
freest intercourse between the United 
Statesand Canada would be as surely ad- 
vantageous to both countries as unre- 
stricted trade between the East and the 
West or between the North and the South 
is advantageous to those sections of this 
Republic. The reasoning which applies so 
plainly to New-England is equally applica- 
ble to the whole country. 

In. the discussion of annexation, commer- 
cial union, and reciprocity, the one point 
of real importance is that of freedom of 
commercial intercourse, and it really mat- 
ters little how it is brought about. The 
only solid advantage in annexation would 
be the commercial one, and that can be at- 
tained without political union. There are 
obstacles to what is called commercial 
union in the relations and policies of the 
two countries with reference to other na- 
tions. But reciprocity of trade by agree- 
ment between the United States and Can- 
ada has existed toalarge extent hereto- 
fore, and could be readily established again 
whenever the people of the two countries 
could be brought to see and appreciate its 
advantages. That they are so clearly seen 
in New-England is a sign of. progress and a 
promise of awakening interest and grow- 
ing intelligence on the subject. 








A NEW CLAIM. is 

The vigorous Americin administration 
which Mr. BLAINE was to give us has hith- 
erto—with the exception of the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Pat EGAN as American Min- 
ister to Chili—been confined to the enforce- 
ment of the claim that Behring Sea is an 
American lake. Even this display of vigor 
has failed to fire the popular heart as it 
might have done, for, although several fish- 
ing boats were heroically seized, their sub- 
sequent release had rather the look of pan- 
dering to a degrading prejudice in behalf 
of international law instead of a persistent 
and reckless twisting of the effete tail of the 
humiliated British lion. But itis now said 
that Mr. BLAINE is going to display the vig- 
orous Americanism which distinguishes him 
from foreigners like Mr. CLEVELAND and 
Mr. BAYARD by laying claim to the Gulf of 
Mexico. Itneed hardly be said that such 
aclaim would fill with enthusiasm every 
American born on Irish soil and affiliated 
to that eminently American society, the 
Clan-na-Gael. 

Our claim to Behring Sea rests upon the 
fact that a similar claim was once made by 
Russia, and that it was virtually assigned 


to us when we bought Russian America. 


Owning land on the east and west sides of 
Behring Sea, Russia claimed that she had 
exclusive jurisdiction over its waters. 
was asif France, having annexed Algiers, 
and thus owning territorygon the north and 
south coasts of the Mediterranean, should 
have claimed that the Mediterranean was a 
French lake. Nobody ever admitted Russia’s 


claim, and, as she did not try to enforce it- 


by going to war with all the rest of the 
world, nubody cared muchabout the matter. 
By the purchase of Alaska we became the 
owners of the territory on the east side of 
Behring Sea. This, however, did not make 
us the purchasers of Russias claim to ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over that sea, for, if we 
owned the east coast, she ‘still continued to 
own the west coast, and at the utmost we 
could only assume to have become the own- 
ers of half a claim, which we had always 
refused to:admit. To go to war with Eng- 
land in order to enforce so small a piece of 
an untenable claim would, of course, be to 
the-last-degree -vigorous and American—in 
the opinion of Mr. Pat ForpD and his allies— 
but the game would hardly be worth the 
candle, 

Now, our claim to exclusive jurisdiction 


over the Gulf of Mexico is much stronger. , 
Thet body of water was originally discov- | 


ered by the Spaniards, and was, moreover, 
included in a very liberal grant which the 
reigning Pope made to Spain atthe time of 
his magnanimous division of all the un- 
known seas and countries between Spain 
and Portugal. In time the Gulf became al- 
most entirely encircled by Spanish colonies, 
and Spain thus obtained a sure title to exclu- 
sive jurisdiction over the Gulf, which was 
much better, on the face of it, than Russia’s 
title to Behring Sea. 

As every one knows, the United States 
bought Florida and Louisiana, and thus 
became the owners of nearly aJl the terri- 
tory on the north and east coasts ofthe 
Gulf of Mexico. Now, if the purchase of 
the east coast line of Behring Sea gave us 
the succession toa legally worthless Russian 


claim, the purchase of the:north and. east. 


coast lines of the Gulf of Mexico—to say noth- 
ing of our later annexation-of Texas—gives 
us the succession to the far more plausible 
Spanish claim. Moreover, Behring. Sea is 
worthless, except to fishermen and seal 
hunters, whereas the ports on the Gulf 
have a large and valuable commerce, and 
the importance of the Gulf as an ocean 
highway is sure to be immensely increased 
when the Panama or the Nicaragua Canal 
is opened. It would not benefit us much if 
tke civilized world were to concede our 
claim to Behring Sea, but the ownership 
of the Guif of Mexico would be of inesti- 
mable value. Wecould take possession of 
the entire coasting trade, and either levy a 
heavy toll on every British, French, or 
Spanish steamer that ventured to enter the 
Gulf or we could absolutely close it to ali 
foreign vessels. Thatis to say, we could 
levy tolls or close the Gulf by proclamation. 
There might be some little difficulty, in 
matters of detail, in putting this proclama- 
tion into force. 

Whatever Mr. BLAINE’s wicked opponents 
might say about his policy in Behring Sea, 
nobody: could deny the extreme vigor of 
the policy of claiming that the Gulf of 
Mexico is an American lake. Nothing more 
truly vigorous has been known in the 
annals of statesmanship since the time 
when the Emperor of Abyssinia made the 
vigorous and eminently Abyssinian de- 
mand that Queen VicrorrA should come to 
Abyssinia and marry him, and preferred 
to fight rather than to relinquish his claim 
and his English prisoners. Of course we 
could not enforce’ our claim to. the Gulf 


without going to war with England, 


This. 








France, Spain, Germany, Italy, and a few 
other powers, but that fact would only 
make the vigor of Mr. BLAINE’s policy 
more apparent, and no true-born-Clan-na- 
Gael American would be dismayed by such. 
awar undertaken by a country virtually 
without.a navy. 

It may, of course, be a mistake to sup- 
pose that Mr. BLAINE intends to try to 
seize the Gulf of Mexico, but inasmuch as 
we have a better claim to it than we have 
te Behring Sea, and inasmuch as it is 
more than time for him to give us that 
vigorous American policy which Mr. Pat 
ForD has a right to expect, there is noth- 
ing improbable in the rumor’that as soon 
as we can, get a man-of-war that will en- 
dure the voyage to the Gulf she is te be 
sent there to take possession of it. 








TRADE WITH MEXICO. 

We recently directed attention to new 
investments of English capital in Mexico 
and to the fact that the policy-of' our Gov- 
ernment with respect to Mexican trade was 
encouraging European capitalists to make 
such investments and causing the Mexican 
people to seek and invite aid from the 
other side of the Atlantic. The Mexican 
Financier of.the 7th inst. publishes the fol- 
lowing with regard te this subject: 

“In this country English capital is now 
clearly in preponderance, and almost every 
week sees & new company organized in London 
for the development of properties here. Eng- 
ligh capital is backing ‘the~ extensive works 
which are to drain the valley of Mexico; it is 
English capital whioh is building the entire sys- 
tem of railways in the southern portion of the 
republic, the whole amounting to an invest- 
ment of fully £10,000,000, or, say, 365,000,000. 
At the present time the English investment in 
the securities of the Mexican Central Railway 
1s probably in excess of the American invest- 
ment, and it is highly probable that within a 
short time the Central will be, to all intents 
and purposes, an English company. English 
money is to transform Tampico into a safe and 
easily-accessible port, and, in fact, look where 
we will, we see English capital and English en- 
ergy engaged in the vast gnd, we believe, event- 
ually profitable work ot providing Mexico with 
the means of making the most of her marvelous 
resources.” ; 


On the other hand, the restrictive policy 
recently adopted at Washington tends to 
cause a transfer to foreign capitalists of 
such investments as have been made by 
the people of this country in the mines and 
railways of Northern Mexico. 

On the 27th ult. the Mexican Govern- 
ment began to retaliate by imposing.a duty 
on living animals and fresh. meat, which 
had been on the free list, these new duties 
being for horses $20 per head, for lambs 


,and sheep 35 cents, for swine $2 25, for 


beef cattle $3, for mules $2, and for-fresh 


_mIneat 10-cents per kilogram, or 41, cents a 


pound. It is reported that the duty on 


fresh :meat will check the importatien of 


dressed beef from Kansas City. For this 
trade, which is said to have been. growing, 
the railway companies had provided re- 
frigerator cars and other. conveniences. 
Concerning the new duties the Mexican 
Financier says: 

“No reasonable person in the United States 
can or wili complain if Mexico adopts the 
protectionist ideas of the party now Gomi- 
nant in the conduct of the American Goy- 
ernment, and how can protectionists north 
of the Rio Grande find fault with this 
country for taking pattern after themselves? 
‘Sauce for the goose is.sauce for the gander’ ts 
a homely Saxon proverb which we hope our 
American Srotectionist friends will now recall 
to mind. Itis to be hoped that'the war of tar- 
iffs will soon cease between two countries 
meant to be of mutual service, and here in 
Mexico we are sure that a more generous policy 
on the part of the United States will be met in a 
cordial, reciprocating spirit. Mexico is stand- 
ing on her just rights, and yet:in no hostile 
mood.” 


Our Minister to Mexico, Mr. RYan, re- 


ports to the’State Department not only that : 


he has-ample.ground.for a belief that the 
imposition of these:duties was a retaliatory 
measure, but also that the Mexican Govern- 
ment:has in contemplation the .imposition 
of a discriminating duty of 10 percent. on 


all goods':imported into Mexico in-vessels of”

A final decision concerning this-discrimi- 


i nating duty does not-appear to'have been 


reached; butif statements and predictions 
recently published in the West as to the 
final disposition of the ruling concerning 
silver-lead ores aro well founded, it seems 
probable that further retalhatory action 
will be taken. 
WINbDom said that no decision asto the 
main question inyolvéd in the silver-lead 
ore controversy had been reached by the 
department. ‘There has been published in 
Utah and Montana, without the writer’s 
name, a private letter from Washing- 
ton, addressed to a°Salt Lake banker, 
saying that a decision reversing the 
old ruling and imposing the = full.

If the department ruling 
that has been in force for several years, and 
under the shelter of which millions of 
American capital bave been invested, shall 
now be reversed, our delegates to the.com- 
ing Pan-American Conference will haye 
additional explanations to make for the en- 
lightenment of their colleagues from Meéx- 
ico when the subject under discussion shall 
be the promotion of international trade on 
this continent.

STANDARD THEATRE. 

There will be no cobwebs in the secre$ re- 
cesses of the Standard Theatre this morning, 
for that playhouse was struck last night by a 
melodramatic cyclone which made the rafters 
shake and set the shingles dancing. Anything 
that was not nailed had tocome down. Since 
those haloyon days when the drama’s best hold 
was in the Bowery nothing tosurpass “ Hands 
Aeross the Sea” has been seen in New-York. 

It came to us last night for the first time with 
the laurel wreaths of a Philadelphia success 
strewn all over it, and it exulted in its Quaker 
triumph until the judicious theatregoers of the 
metropolis sat dumb with amazement. The 
presence of the name of Mr. Henry Pettitt as 
author on any playbill must necessarily prepare 
an audience for platitude and bathos and clap- 
trap and noise, but even with this warning 
printed in large letters ‘‘Hands Across the 


Sea” surpassed expectation and proved to bea 
wonder. The genius of Pettitt soared to sub- 
lime heights and reached the zenith of its glory. 

Without having recourse to a single new idea 
or one novel expedient, this great British 
dramatist has produced something that must be 
accepted as the ne plus ultra of howling melo- 
drama. In this latest work his objective point 
seems to be noise, and he attains it with a vol- 
ume and vigor that shrivel Buffalo Bill’s Wild 
West with its cowboys and savages into insig- 
nificance. Beginning at a Devonshire farm- 
house, Mr. Pettitt rushes through Paris and 
sweeps across the seasto Australia in a whirl- 
wind of sighs and shrieks and moans and groans. 

His first act is a littie melodramain itself. A 
sordid villain is foiled, two suttering lovers 
are united in marriage, a long-lost father turns 
up and blesses them with his wealth, and the 
audience wonders if there can Ley oe be any- 
thing else. But Mr. Pettitt is only playing with 
their. discernment. He develops another 
whose transparent _Villainies 
could mislead only weas-minded adults, 
and by means of a murder, a false accusa- 
tion, a French prison, an attempt at escape, and 
a rescue at sea, he works in ten changes of 
scene, some with the aid of a curtain and some 
without it, but each to the music of a blood- 
curdling howl or a set speech of portentous 
declamation. 

His characters are all from the familiar mold 
of Engiish melodrama, and his dialugue is worse 
than any that he has hitherto written, if such a 
thing is possible. The persons selected to play 
in this remarkable concoction of stale and un- 
Paes ingredients had Giron A been _re- 

earsed in the spirit of the work itaelf. Mr. 
Gustavus Levick as the hero was vastly robust 
in his method as well as in his person, 
and threw himself into every situation with a 
vehemence that was absolutely startling. He 
dashed against the strohg doors of the French 
prison with a ponderous force that boded ill for 
the scenery; he knocked a whole company of 
gendarmes to the right and the left as though . 
they were made of straw, and he detivered his 
heroic speeches in stentorian tones that must 
have been heard out on Broadway above. 
the rumble of the street cars and . the 
carriages. Miss Edna Carey as the in- 
genuous and lachrymose heroine, achieved a 
triumph in the peculiar use of her eyes ana 
mouth, on which she seemed to depend almost 
entirely tor the interpretation of the anthor’s 
meaning. It is not surprising,} therefore, 
that she created the impression that she 
was suffering from anervous affection. Mr. 
John ©. Buckstone, who will be pleasantly 
remembered as a@ member of the old Wal- 
lack stock company, had a-part that did 
not fit him, and Mr. W. J. Ferguson made alarm- 
ing faces as a tout for a French gambling estab- 
lishment. The scenery was varied, but not tm- | 
pressively novel, although several .revolving 
scenes were used. 

But “Hands Across the Sea” pleased the gal- 
lery gods, and these, aided by an energetic and 
importunate claqusé, succeecded in making even 
more noise than the people on the stage.

FOREIGN NAVAL NOTES. 


St iin A, 
The defenses of the Rivers Thames and Mea- 
way against naval attack are to be strength- 


ened by the construction of a new earthwork 
fort at Scarp’s Gate, near Sheerness. The site 
ot the present rifle butts, which is about forty 
yards from the séa wall, has been selected for 
the proposed fort, which will therefore immedi- 
ately face the Nore light vessel, and wili com- 
mand the entrances to both the Thames and 
the Medway, while a long range wili also be 
secured over the channels leading from the 
North Sea and the Downs. The sides of the 
rifle butts will supply a large quantity of the 
material required for the fort. The armament 
of the proposed stronghold will consist of two 
ten-inch thirty-ton steel breech-loading guns and 
two six-inch five-ton breech-loading guns, and 
as Garrison Point Fort and the batteries at 
Sheerness are at present chiefly ba f armed 
with muzzle-loaders, except a few small breech- 
loaders for practice purposes, the fort will, it 
is considered, be a valuable addition to the de- 
fenses of the Thames and Medway. 

Her Majesty’s ship Devastation has been 
ordered to leave Sheerness as soon as she can 


complete her refit, and resume her duties as 
eoast guard ship for the Queen’s ferry district. 
The Admiralty intend relieving this ship shortly 
by one of the iron-clads preparing for commis- 
sion, and she will then be dispatched to Ports- 
mouth to undergo a thorough overhauling and 
repair, and be fitted with new machinery. Jt 
is proposed to remove her four thirty-five-ton 
muzzile-loading guns and replace them with 
four ten-inch thirty-ton steel breech-loading 

uns, in additien to which she will also carry 
ourteen three-pounder and six-pounder quick- 
firing guns. Her new engines are to develop 
7000 horse power under forced draft, with a 
speed of 14 knots. and 5,500 horse power under 
natural draft, with a speed of 13.25 knots. 
The cost of the workin the machinery depart- 
ment.is estimated at £67,027. 


The British war ship Sultan has been docked 
at Malta, apd itis found that the damage suf- 


fered by her is less serious than had been feared. 
Her plates have been morcor less torn away 
from about forty feet trom the ram to within 
fifty feet of the sternpost on the star- 
board side, the break extending from the 
keel to tweive feet below the water line. The 
rudder spindle is broken about six feet 
below the water line. The original hole in the 
bottom, made when the ship first struck, is 
just below the foremast, and is the worst in- 
jury sustained. The subsequent damage re- 
sulted when the ship shifted ffom her original 
position. There is no injury of any importance 
onthe port side. It is currently reported at 
Malta that not £10,000 has been expended 
on the work; therefore the salvage company 
will clear about £40,000. 

Admiral Heneage, the Commander in Chief of 
the British naval forces in the Pacific, and who 
is well known on the Pacific coast of this coun- 
try by reason of his numerous visits, is now at 
the head of the British Rear Admiral’s list. His 
promotion to the Vice Admiral’s list, which 
will soon o¢cur, will cause him to vacate his 
present post of Commander in Chief of the Pa- 
clfic squadron, which he could have held until 
1890, had not Sir George Tryon been promoted. 

The Russian Navy appears to be ina plight 
for stokers, if one is to believe English reports.

‘TRYING TO GET A JURY—DETECTIVES 
IN WINNIPEG. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 16.—When the Cronin trial was. 
resumed this morning Lawyer Forrest, for the 

defense, on behalf of Dan Coughlin, challenged 
the special venire of jurymen on the ground that 
the regular panel had not yet been exhausted.

COOKERY FOR THB POOR, 


IT ISSUES A OALL FOR PRIMARIES—, 


THE LESSONS TAUGHT IN A SCHOOL ‘IN 
; GLASGOW. 


WASHINGTON, Sept.-16.—The State Department 
‘T has received from F. H. Underwood, United 
States Consul.at.Glasgow,-an interesting report 
on cookery for workingmen’s wives. The re- 
port isthe result of a visit to a ‘‘demonstra- 
tion” of a school for women in cooking and 
other branghes of domestic’ economy. He says 
he would not feel justified in making this feport 
if the instruction followed the ordinary lines. 
The novelty consists partly im cheapness, and 
having seen a good, palatable, and nutritious 
meal for six persons prepared at a cost bf 24 
cents, and having observed the ameltotating 
influences flowing out from the school, some 
account of it may be of use in certain crowded 
districts of the United States, where the rr 
and assistance of the benevolent is needed. 

The school was established three years 8zo in 
Govan, near Glasgow, by the widow of John 
Elder, the shipbuilder. © pupils are in two 
classes, first, mothers and unmarried women 
over twenty; second, girls of twenty and under. 
Each class meets twice a week for lessons in 
cookery and once a week fordarning and mend- 
ing. Instruction is also given in starcbing and 
ironing. Tne mothers’ class this last séason 
numbered over 200, the younger class about 
150. The two classes represent about 200 fam!i- 
lives. The pupils are wives and daughters of 
workmen in ship-yards and machine shops and 
of common laborers. The heads of these fami- 
lies earn from $3 75 to $6 25 per week. For a 
‘“‘house” of one room the rentis from $29 to 
$34 a year; fora house of two rooms from $34 
to $44. The taxes, water, and gas amount to 
about one-fifth as much as the rentin addition. 
A very little arithmetic is necessary to suow 
how sinall a sum ifs left for clothing and food. 

From these statements the importance of a 
system of instruction by which food can bé pre- 
pared atlow cost will be evident, Mrs. Elder 
offered a series of prizes, in money and in books, 
from $190 downward, and on the day of the 
‘demonstration’ there was. a long show of 
bowls fillea with hotch-potch, a broth with an 
abundance of minced vegetabdles, of oat take, 
and of ‘‘scones,” thin Wheaten cakes made 
light with basing powder. There were shown 
also specimens of mending clothes, of darning 
stockings, of ironing shirte, &c. The teacher, 
assisted by two _ pupils, stood upon a platform 
before the cooking range and went through 
all the operations required to prepare 
and cook a meal. Every process and 
mode of manipulation was explained step by 
step. This ocoupied nearly two hours, and 
there were produced several excellent dishes. 
A fish soup, a kidney and liver soup, and a meat 
pie were the most successful. The fish sou 
was madeof a large cod’s head, with the adadl- 
tion of rice, onions, and potatoes. The kettle 
contained over six quarts, and the cost was a 
little more than sixpence. The meat pie is 
called “sea pie,” because it is in general use 
among sailors. The peculiar excellence of this 
method is in making the meat tender and the 
crust light and not greasy. The flavor was ex- 
cellent. The exact cost of each dish was given. 

Tne competition was not for the production of 
any one dish. Each competitor furnished in 
writing a pen for aseries of fourteen dinners 
for a family of six, no dinner to exceed 24 cents 
in cost, the prices and quantity of each inaredi- 
ent tobe stated. One dinner was producéd by 
each, for which the soup was broth. Each com- 
petitor also baket scones and oatcakes. After 
the examination of the specimens of cookery, 
&c. the prizes were awarded and, in compari- 
son with this scene, the bestowal of honors at 4 
university is a commonplace affair. The Consul 
incloses a great number of recipes for chea 
and wholesome dishes, so many that they will 
cover twenty-tive printed pages of the next 
volume of consular reports tu be issued by the 
State Department.

TION OF A LINE OF WORSTEDS. 


Several of the largest importing houses in the 
dry goods-district have had. their indignation 
aroused to the utmost by what they term “the 
latest outrage of the Appraiser.” Notcontent

From 
this decision we may appeal to the Gen- 
eral and Merchant Appraiser; but the General 
Appraiser is backed up and dependent upon the 
same influences that made the Appraiser raiso 
the valuation on our goods, and he approves the 
—e ofthe Appraiser. We may have a fair 
man the Merchant Appraiser, who would 
findthe goods correctly valued in the invoice, 
but he has only equal authority with the Gen- 
eral mapriest, and his protest, of course, only 
counts for one against.one. There is left tous 
@ rehearing before the Collector; but he, again 
is in the same boat with the Appraiser and 
General my py There you have the three, 
creatures of a despotic political party, with the 
same influences behind them, and ready at all 
times to twist the interpretation of the law to 
suit the interests of their party patrons. It 
looks like a deliberate attempt to prevent the 
importation of these goods at.all hazards.”

position was destroyed by fire last night. The 
fire startea just after the-close of the evening 
concert by Bach’ssorchestra, and the buildings 
and grounds were atill, thronged with visitors. 
The art gallery had just been closed when the 
flames were seen issuing from the roof of the 
passageway that connected with the south end 
of the main hall. The alarm was given and the 
fire compaby responded promptly. 

From the point of origin the fire spread along 
the passageway in both directions toward the 
art hall and the main building, and when the 
firemen got to work they found that they had 
two fires to fight. Attention was first directed 
to the main building in the hope of checking the 
flames there. Inthe meantime the flames had 
made ravid progress among the inflammable 
material in the art, hall, and the heat became so 
intense that it set fire to the outside of the end 
of the main hall. 

he firemen had.almost subdued the flames 
within, but when this new d r arose they 
saw that their efforts to saye the building 
would bein vain. They kept at work, however, 
and fought bravely for an hour, at whioh 
time they were forced to retire to save their 
lives. The St. Joseph tiremen volunteered their 
assistance, but the distance of two miles from 
the city, where the exposition was held, 
rendered it impossible for them to do anything. 

The nearest hydrant was fully a mile anda 
half from the fire, excepting the one being used 
by the exposition firemen. When it was seen 
that the fire could not be staid in the main 
and art halls attention was directed to prevent 
ita spreading. In this the firemen were success- 
ful, and the twenty-nine smaller buildings sur- 
rounding were saved. 

During the progress of the fire, and while it 
was yet possible to enter the main buildin 
with safety, Broncho Jo organized hia band o 
Apache Indians, which was one of the exposi- 
tion’s attractions, and, leading them into the 
blazing hall, directed them to save what they 
could of the eontents. 

The carriage used by Gen. Lafayette on his 
visit to America was on exhibition and the In- 
dians carried it from the hall. They attemptea 
to make another sally tnto the building, buf the 
heat was too intense. The carriage was the only 
thing saved. 

The loss on the art hall and its contents, con- 
sisting of exhibits of art, by local talent prin- 
cipally, amounts to about $50,000. The main 
hall cost $75,000 in construction and the con- 
tents, consisting of exhibits of all kinds, were 
valued atasimilar figure. The largest individ- 
ual losses were suffered by the Studebakers, 
whose exhibit of carriages was valued at 

12,009, and the Huyett Piano Company, whose 

play of pianos was valued at $7,500. The 
cylindrival steel car, the Gity of St. Joseph, 
manufactured by the Steel Car Company of 8t. 
Joseph at a cost of $40,000, was also destroyed. 
The total loss is difficult to estimate on account 
of the varied nature of the exhibits, but the 
figure is placed at $259,000. 

The fire is sey aa pe to have originated from 
an imperfectly insulated electric izht wire. 

The exposition will be continued in spite of 
the disaster and the displays of many of the 
exhibitors will be repiacea in the emailer build- 

ngs.

THE WREOK OAUGHT FIRE. 


TWO DEATHS CAUSED BY A RAILROAD 
COLLISION AT TIOGA JUNCTION. 


TIOGA JUNCTION, Penn., Sept. 16.—About 7:05 
P. M. the train from Elmira south on the Tioga 
Railroad carrying seven coaches ran into a 
Fall,Brook engine at this station, causing a fear- 
ful wreck, killing, two persons and ‘injuripg 
| thirteen. The train was coming down-a heavy 
grade, and owing tothe slippery track and the 
refusal of the air brakes to work the engineer 
was unable to stop itatthe station. It rushed 
by, crashing into one of the Fall Brook heavy 
Jumbo engines, completely demolishing both 
locomotives. The engineer-and flreman jumped 
for their lives and escaped with slight injuries. 

The smoker and three passenger cars were 


smashed into kindling wood. The cars caught 
fire, and it was with difficulty that some of the 
passengers were rescued from the burning 
wreck. The flames lit up the sky for 
miles around, and eople rushed from 
all parts to render what aid they could 
to the injured. A message was sent to Elmira 
asking for medical aid, and a train arrived ina 
very short time. In the meantime doctors from 
Lawrenceville and Tioga had arrived and given 
all possible assistance. Stretchers were quick- 
ly provided, and the wounded were carried to 
neighboring houses.

SUCH IS THE COMMISSION’S RECOMMEN- 
DATION—REFOEM NEEDED, ANYWAY. 


The commission:appoined by the Legislature 
to examine into the condition of Gowanus 
Cenal, Brooklyn, submitted its report to Mayor 
Chapin yesterday, and in it declared emphatic- 
ally that the only way to better the canal was 
to closeitup. The Commissioners were Health 


sen Griffin, William Harper, and Howard J. 
orker. 

after submitting all the evidence for Mayor 
Chapin’s benefit, the report says: 


“after careful consideration of said testimony 
we are led to decide that the filling or closing up of 
Gowanus Canal is the best means of its improve- 
ment or betterment. Beyond question this so-called 
canal ts a private waterway, not more than 560 feet 
of property along either of its banks, exclusive of 
the Bridge crossings, belonging to the public. Fur- 
ther, it is incontestable that, while the ¢analisa 
source of great profit to less than one hundred per- 
sons, fi , of corporations who enjoy a monopoly 
of its ownership, it is detrimental to mealp. ob- 
structive to trafic, and therefore an injury in its 
present condition to property values throughout 
South Brooklyn. This is especially the case in the 
Eighth. Tenth, and Twenty-second Wards and the 
town of New- Utrecht.” 


The report then takes up the claim that the 
canal is an ‘‘arm of the sea’’ and therefore can- 
not bé closed — by action of COREE esS, and 
—— thirty-one bills passed by the State Leg- 


sertion. 


Foreseeing the possibility of a failure to close 
the canal, the Commissioners make the follow- 
ing recommendations for its improvement: 


“TJ. The establishment of municipal control and 
police of the canal. 

“II, The absolute cutting off of all discharges 
into the canal from factories and sewers, public and 
private, and providing an adequate system of sewer- 
age fox the vicinage. . 

“TIt, The immediate and thorough repair of the 
bulkheads along the canal and basins, and sheath- 
ing the same. 

“Iv. The thorough dredging to hard bottom and 
greater depth, required for commercial purposes, at 
the regent time and whenever necessary hereafter. 

“Vv. The building and maintaining of flushing 
gates and conduit for the cleansing of the canal as 
may pphest necessary hereafter. 

“VI. The removal of the present drawbridges 
and the placing of permanent fixed bridges, with 
suitable age oye over all crossings, at a suffi- 
cient elevation to meet the requirements of traffic 
on the canal, excluding masted vessels.”

HOW IVES ISSUED STOCK 


CLERK WOODRUFF TELLS #18 
STORY IN COUK! 
TRAE MOST IMPORTANT WITNESS FOR THE 
PROSECUTION IN THE T&paAL OFY 
HENRY S&S. IVES. 


The prosecution tn the Ives case played its | 


trump card yesterday in the placing of Henry ' 7 
8. Ives’s former confidential clerk on the wit-} 


ness stand. Personally, Edward W. Woodruff , 
is a dull and insignificant man of about thirty" 
years of age, shambling in his manner, and 
‘with a weak, almost timid face. When he found 
himself the centre of a somewhat excited in-, 
terest on the part of a court room of spectators 
he sank nervously into his seat and crouched 
down in a way that showed he shrank from the 
ordeal before him. His voice was weak and 
shaky at the start, and only those who were} 
near him heard him téll his name in answer to 
the preliminary questions and say that he lived 
at Newark and that his occupation was mining. 

Over and over again the witnes8s was re- 
quested by the conrt and counsel to raise his 
voicé, but this seemed to be a physical impos- 
sibility, and at the times when his evidence 
took an. important turn the jurymen nad to lean 
forwarda.in their seats in an effort to catch what 
he was saying. He-said that he had known 
Ives for eight years. He had first met him in 
the office of a firm of’ advertising agents, 
where they were clerks. After he left there he 
went into the fire insurance business in New- 
ark. He met ives there several months after- 
ward and had a talk with him, the result of 
which was that he entered Ives’s employ in the 
gtock and bond business Aug. 66,1883, and dur- 
ing part of the year 1884 and all of 1885 he 
Was a partner in the firm then, as now, known 
as Henry 8S. Ives & Co. He ceased to be a 
partner and became a clerk iu Ives’a employ 
Jan. 1, 1886, when the new firin was mafe, its 
members being H. S. Ives, C. H. Stayner, and 
Thomas C. Doremus.: It was in Fedrbary, 1886, 
that he first heard from defendant of the 
project to get control of the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton an@ Dayton Railroad. He went into the 
back office at Ives’s invitation and found Ives 
and Stayner studying a mapof thatroad. He 
agreed with them that it would be a fixe thing 
to get control of the road. 

Inobedience to a telegram ffom Ives he went 
to Cincinnati in June, 1886, the day before the 
election which gave them control of the road. 
On the evening of the following day he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the road. Tves told him 
that in future he was te be E. Wilson Wood- 
ruif, as he had become too commonly known _ in 
connection with Ives as Edward W. Woodruff or 
E. W. Woodruff and that the name bad better 
bechanged. He got from the previous Secretary, 
Short, certain books and the stamp of the com- 
pany and gave a receipt for them. Among 
them was the certificate book with sixty certti- 
cates signedin blank by Assistant Secretary 
Shor 

He, Ives, and Stayner left Cincinnati together, 
June 19, for New-York. When near the end of 
the trip Ives asked him to go with them to 
Stayner’s house, in Brooklyn, and have break- 
fast. He replied that he had been a long time 
away from home and would iike to get there. 
Ives said that they had appointea him to a 
lucrative office und that he was expected to do 
what he was told in return. After breakfast 
Stayner asked him to go up stairs to a room in 
the third story of the house, and when there 
Ives produced the stock certificate book and 
told him to make out 2,000 shares in the name 
of Thomas Moore, the tirm’s stenographer, in 
250-share lots. After he had made out four of 
them Stayner said that such lots were too big to 
be handled conveniently. He then made out 
five lots of 200 shares each. Stayner still ob- 
jected, and the balance, 4,000 shares in al!, was 
made out in lots of 100 shares each. Ives said 
that he had bought a bie block of the road's 
stock in Cincinnati and that as soon af it ar- 
rived he would put it in place of what they were 
issuing. The bonds were dated June 19, 1886, 
because Ives suggested thatthe date June 21 
would make them * too fresh.” 

Mr. Brooke arose and endeavored to score a 
point for his client. He held that Tves was 
oharged with issuing frauduientiy a certain 
number of shares of stock of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Railroad, 
that the issue was complete when Woo- 
rufi filled in the stock at Ives’s direc- 
tion, and that whether this stock was 
fraudulently issned or not was a question of 
law. If the issue was complete and fina) then 
the case was ready for the court. The stock 
was made out for the purpose of cancellim® old 
stock, and the question of whether Ives did or 
did not cancel the ola stock subsequently had 
nothing to do with the legality of Lves’s act. 

Recorder Smyth ruled thas the transaction 
wust include the surrender of the old stock. 
Without this the issue was not complete, and it 
will be for the jury to decide whether old stock 
was canceled against the new issue. The by-laws 
of the corporation required that oid stock should 
be canceled before the new stock was issued. 

Mr. Brooke objected to the ruling and was 
overruled and given an exception. 

The witness said that he did receive about 
March 1,1887, 2,300 shares tor cancellation 
against tne shares issued June 21, The stock 
issued was made out inthe names of ‘Thomas 
Moore, Robert B. Smith, Charles H. Graham, 
and Harvey §S. Ogden, clerks in the employ of 
Henry 8. Ives «& Co. 

Withing a week after June 21 Woodruff went 
again to Cincinnati with [ves and Stayner junior, 
asonuofC. H. Stayver. He was toid that 2,500 
shares of the stock issued June 21 were to be 
sent to Cineinnaii for transfer, and Ives saia: 
“Tf old Short gets hold of the stock he will 
xoow something is going on wrong.” They 
went to Short’s office in Cincinnati and waited 
thi the 2,500 shares camein. bither Woodruff 
or Ivee then took the stock and told the messen- 
ger that be could eall for new stock at 96 Broad- 
way, New-York, the new transfer Office of the 
road, They took the stock back to New-York, 
and it was subsequently transferred at 96 
Bread way, new certificates being issued for the 
old ones, This was on June 26. 

Between that date and June 30 the witness 
received no certificates from Ives to cancel 
against the issue of Juve 21, and when he asked 
him about it Ives said he would see toit and 
that it would be all right. 

“Did you on June 30 issue any more certifi-+ 
cates at Ives’s request?” was asked, 

This was objected toon the ground that the 
act was not charged in the indictment. ‘Tae ob- 
ection was overruled, and Woodruff said that 

vesou thatdate tola bim that he cowea Zim- 
mwerman $100,000, aud that the latter was de- 
manding collateral. At Ives’s instruction Wood- 
roff prepared 10 certificates of 160 shares each, 
dated June 21, at the same time receiving 
Ives’s assurance that there was stock coming 
from Cincinnati to cancel the issue. One of the 
certificates which had been signea by Short was 
left, ana Ivea instructed Woodruff to make this 
out in the name of Robert P. Smith. This was 
done, aud the certificate was turned over to 
Ives. This made 7,100 shares in the aggregate 
which had been issued on the Short certificates. 

As Secretary, Woodruff attended and kept ali 
the minutes of the meetings of the Executive 
Committee of the roud and transferred all the 
stock of the company up to Aug. 11, 1887. 
“The stock ledger,” Woodruff said, “* was kept 
at the transfer ollice. I destroyed it by Ives’s 
direction w few days before the failure of the 
firm. Ives told we that the vpook had to be 
destroyed; that if it fell into the hands of any 
ene outside of the office it would show the fact 
of the overissue of stock. He told me to have 
it taken to his house at 136 Joralemon-street, 
Brooklyn, and burn it in the furnace, which 
was done, 

“J was instructed by Ives,” the witness went 
on, *f to. make no eutries in the stock ledger un- 
til [had canceied stuck ugainst the stock that 
had been overissued. Thereafter I did not 
make any entrics. Before this conversation I 
had entered in the stock ledger an account 
headed ‘Thomas Moore.’ When I was dome 
this Ives came into the oflice and atked me 
what I was doing, When I told him he sald: 
* You d-—d fool, if you do this and any one 
sees itit will give the whole thing away.’ I 
told him [thought I vould scraten it out, but 
he ordered me not to do sv.” 

Atthis time the firm gave its attention to the 
awkward fact that more than the autnorized 
number of shares of common stock was afloat, 
and that the number on the books bad better 
be brought down.’ Ives told Woodrnff to 
eliminate from certain stockholders enough 
shares to bring the number down to 35,000, 
Ives and he went over the list and decided how 
much stock to take away from opposite differ- 
eut names, so as to produce the right total, 
jves marking with a black circle opposite @ 
bame where the elimination was to be dune. A 
jist was produced which the witness identified 
as the ome they hed thus arranged. 

Woodruff said that he kept no tregular trans- 
fer book for some time after he became Secreta- 
ry, but had a beok in which he kept memoran- 
da of transfers. It contained the names, 
numbers, and amounts of the stock which was 
jssued Juné 21 and June 30,1886. This was 
notin pursuance of apy instructions of Ives, 
nut he knew of the book, had access to it, and 
sds a number of entries in it. The book 
a d {ves’s entries were identified by Woodruff 
,. court. When he began to keep Qn official 
transfer book, about April, 1887, he ‘Nook the 
other one to his home and kept it there till avout 
March 1, 1889, which was subseqtent to his ar- 
rest. He eaw it luter in the possession of As- 
sistant District Attorney Parker. 

Woodruttf said that he haa very frequent con- 
versations—as many aatwo or three a week-— 
with Ives about getting up old stock against 
the issue of June 21. Ives put him off from day 
to day, promising to get in the stock in two or 
three days. Henry 8.Ives & Co., he believed, 
hela about 28,000 shares of the stock, which 
coustituted a large majority. Tves said to the 
witness thatinasmuch as they held a majority 
of the stock of the railroad everything they did 
wes allright. One day, about Mareh 1, 1887, 
[ves told him to 0 to the Cashier’s cage. He 
did. so, and was handed 2,300 shares of Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton Stock in white cer- 
Ufieates. He took them to bis office and eutered 

in his books 2s vanceled against some ot 
igsuc. He did notremember the numbers 
of the certificates. Somes of tke 2,300 shares 
-were, of “the issue of Juac 21. Certificates

The witness 
identified these and some other, old certificates 
which had been mutilated by Ives in a similar 
manner, ‘tt 

At the time he punched the latter certificates 
Ives said: ‘*We must not let“Burns know of 
this. If he gets on it we will be una tree.” 
Burns was the cashier of the American Ex- 
.@hange National Bank, which has a registrar of. 
‘the company’s stock. Ives and he both knew 
What the occasion of Ives’s anxiety was. Ives 
‘picked up the stock and remarked that the 
certificates were not due, and that it would not 
do to let the date show the fact. He then 
punched the certiticates so that the dates in the 
indorsements were removed. 

When the stock was tirat presonted for registra- 
tion he had a conversation with Cashier Burns. 
He told Mr. Ives later that Burns had told him 
that the bank did not want the old certificates; 
that ail it had to do was with the new ones, 
Jves said that he Was very zl to hear this. 
Witness then proceeded to tell:the already pub- 
lished story of the bank’s application for the 
old certificates, toe pauic it caused in the Ives 
office, and the operation by which old certifi: 
cates were fixed up to correspond with the new 
ones held by the bank. . 

When the certificates were réceived back 
from the bank they had been canceled by the 
bank. Some certificates were left over after 
the bank’s certificates iad been tixed up and 
they were destroyed by Ives's direction. The 
stock certificate book, with the exception ofa 
few unused certificates which weré saved, was 
also destroyed by Ives’s direction,

AN UNDESIRABLE CLUBMAN. 
When Henry 8. Ives was placed on trial be- 
fore Recorder Smyth he gave his residence as 
159 Plerrepont-strest, Brooklys. The Brvook- 
lyn Club is located at that address, and Ives 
was then a member of the club and had rooms 
reserved for him in the building, He no longer 
belongs to that social organization,and bis apart- 
ments are at the disposal! of any member who 
can pay for them. Several of the officers of 
the club noticed the address given by Ives, 
and, fearing a repetition of the De Baun 
scandal, took steps to force the Young wore: 
leon to resign. They called a special meeting 
for Friday night last, and found Ives’s resixz- 
nation waiting forthem.

IMPROVEMENTS. 


HOW IT IS PROPOSED TO ACCOMMODATE 
THE TRAFFIC, 


The reference case of the Trustees of the 
Brooklyn Bridge against property owners on 
Park-row who arein the way of proposed im- 
provements, and whose land the Trustees ac- 
cordingly seek to have condemned, was begun 
yesterday before Emmet R. Olcott at his office, 
35 Broadway. W. A. N. Dikeman appeared for 
the Trustees and £. lL. Bushe for Mr. Raub, the 
lessee of 73 Park-row, George Ehret’s property. 
Other property owners were represented, Dut 
their attorneys merely filed appearances. 

Superintendent Martin was the first witness. 
He had brought with hima plan of the pro- 
posed improvements, which had been discussed, 


but did not seem to have been formally adopted, 
by the Trustees. Lawyur Bushe accordingly 
protested against any exhibition of such pian 
as official. ‘tbe lawyers had a leng contro 
versy over its relevancy, ; 

When superintendent Martin was allowed to 
explain the plan he said that It proposed to 
widen the indoor atairway approaches to the 
bridge trom 8 feet to20 feet, It proposed to 
énlarge the outside stairway on the lower side, 
at Kosmak’s, irom 545 to 20 feet. Another 
stairway was proposed deading to the bridge 
platform from North William-street. Asked 
how it was proposed to utilize Mr. Epret’s laud, 
Mr. Martin said it was almost a certatnty that 
additional stairways would be built to Park- 
row as well as to North Willlam-street. Some 
ot the Ebret land would aiso he needed for the 
northerly bridge roadway, which it was pro- 
posed to shift 20 feet northeasterly aud to widen 
trom 18 feet 6 inches to 41 feet. 

With the improvemeuts proposed in the plan 
trains could berun across the bridge under a 
headway of 45 seconds instead of 90 seconds as 
at present. With the present terminal! facilities 
the headway between traius could pot be safely 
lessened. In the afternoon, from 5 to 7 o’clock, 
the outgoing platform and its approaches clear 
to the street were literally packed with people 
bound for Brooklyn. Progress to the cars at 
such times was very slow. People at the edge 
of the platform were in danger of veing pushed 
over to the track in front of trains.

THOSE ‘OF NEW-YORK IMPORTERS. 


While Secretary Windom pretended to have 
the question of location of the site for a new 


Appraiser’s | warehouse’ -under conaideration, -}’ 


every effort was made to belittle the impor- 
tance of the dry goods importing trade and their 
earnestly-reiterated arguments in favor of an 
up-town location of the new building and to 
exaggerate the importance of the petitions in 
favor of the Bowling Green site. The interested 
individuals had every reason for encourage- 
ment in pursuing such tactics, for they early 
perceived that they commanded the willing ear 
of the Secretary, whose appetite for arguments 
and representations in support of the Bowling 
Green site seemed insatiable, while the argu- 
ments in favor of the up-town sites were given 
but scant, cold, and formal official courtesy. 

Much stress was put upon thé arguments of 
Mr. Alexander E, Orr, then President and now 
Vice President of the Produce Exchange, and 
upon the numerously-signed petition from that 
body. A gentleman formerly intimately con- 
nected with the customs service and who is 
well acquainted with the import trade made an 
examination of the petitions in the Secretary’s 
office in favor of the Bowling Green site and 
told the Secratary at the time that there were 
not above six names on the entire list of New- 
Yorkers who were in any way connected with 
the import trade except as barnacles and that 
of those six not one was a representative 1m- 
porter. He also called attention to the fact 
that the Brooklyn importers who favored the 
Bowling Green site never had occasion to send 
a truck to the Appraiser’s warehouse because 
all of their importations were appraised from 
samples which were carried in the hand. A 
careful scrutiny of the Brooklyn petition, more- 
over, showed that nearly all the names were 


thoee of ward politicians and officers and mem- 
bers of Republican clubs, whose interest lay,en- 
tirely in subserving theinterest of their big 
boas. For, whether the paid agent of Boss 
Platt circulated the petition or whether it was 
done gratis by some superserviceable oftice 
seeker, it is certain that the Brooklyn ring poll- 
ticlans were not ieft in the dark about the 
wishes of their master. The few sugar and 
tobacco importers who signed from Brooklyn 
would suffer no inconvenience by the location 
ot the Appraiser’s Warehouse upon the North 
River front comparable to that which wonld 
substantially paralyze the wholesale ary goods 
importing trade of New-York City. : 

The list of signers in favor of the Bowling 
Green site from among the membershipof the 
Chamber of Commerce does not inolude a 
single importer. Those who did sign have _ per- 
sonal interests in oftice-building ere down 
town, or are personal snd political frienas of 


Boss Platt and Steve Elkins, who have an 4 


option of purchase on a. Jarge bullding site ad- 
joining Cyrus W. Fieid’s Washington Block ut 
the footof Broadway. The Chamber of Com- 
merce, subsequently to the signing of the pett- 
tion by some of its members in favor of the 
Bowling Green site, took official action in 
tavor of the up-town site, as more conststent in 
every particular with reason, fair play, and the 
commercial future of the metropolis, All of 
these matters were brought directly to secre- 
tary Windom’s attention by letters from a large 
umber of men whose judgmentin such a mat- 
ter ought to outweigh the whole political combine 
that are speculating on the location of the Ap- 
praiser’s warehouse down at the Battery, and 
undoubtedly would with an entirely aisinter- 
ested official—even Mr. Windom himseli—were 
he entirely disiaterested. ' 

“Some time ago,” said THE TrMeEs’s inform- 
ant, “Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
George 8. Batcheller, Special Agent George C. 
TViehenor, and Supervising Architect Windrim 
were asked to investigate the question of loca- 
tlon of the Appraiser’s warehouse under the 
act, and to report toSecretary Windom. They 
spent some time in inquiry into the matter from 
all its points of view, and united ultimately in 
areport strongly recommending the up-town 
site, It is currently asserted that they were 
given several sirong hints that their chie!, Secre- 
tary Windom, would be delighted by a report 
favoring sowling Green; but they preferred to 
run the chances of offending him rater than 
convict themselves of lack of moral and busi- 
ness sense. The Secretary in selecting iho 
Bowling Green site has entirely ignored their 
report, noteven paying it the cold deference 
of an adverse mention. Now, for what 
purpose, can you perceive, did Secre- 
tary Windom send these three presum- 
ably honest, capabie, and disinterested subor- 
dinates on such a mission it he did not in- 
tend to taxe counsel of them? Do you suppose 
he relied for a trucuient report upon their sub- 
mission to Boss Piati’s and steve Elkins’s 
cajolery and inducements? Or did be send them 
out for were form’s sake, determined in ad- 
vance to select the Bowling Green site? I con- 
fess it puzzies me. One would bave thought 
that after submitting the question to them, as a 
Judge refers a case toa referee, their report 
should have been conclusive with him and not 
to be upret except upon the presentation of ob- 
jections fortified by unexceptionable proof. 

Secretary Windom has been bamboozled into 
a belief in that anctent freak of a lunatic’s 
imagination, the changing of the route of ocean 
steamers to Long Island Sound and the founa- 
ing of the principal shipping point for New- 
York and the United States at Montauk Point. 
These are schemes that have been so often 
thrashed over and picked to pieces that no one 
but an infant or senile old imbdécile would give 
them au instant’s consideration in such acon- 
nection. , Butthe whole explanation taken to- 
gether shows that undor the authority to locate 
a site or sites for a new Ajy.praiser’s warehouse 
and anew Custom House, in which his total 
expenditure was limited to $2,650,000, Secre- 
tary Windom has not hesitated to entertain a 
scheme which contemplates an elaborate light- 
erage system in the harbor whereby 2 vast an- 
nual jole would be placed at the disposal of the 
Federal Government, the establishing of an un- 
derground system of distribation of packages 
from the Appraiser’s warehouse and the promo- 
tou of the Montauk Point port-of-entry 
acheme., He has truly ‘looked into the future 
further than human eye can see,’ and has as- 
sumed to disregard the spirit as well as the 
letter of the act of Congress, and to setupa 
judgment of his own regarding our future in 
which his own pet pneumatic tube scheme is 
made to play a conspicuous part. Tam much 
afraid that he has joined the Platt and Elkins 
combine and means to make public convenience 
give way to his persuna! interests in bis official 
conduct. 

“The argument has been forced upon him by 
Boss Platt and Steve Etkius, ‘that he has $2,000, 
06O of Democratic money to spend thia }all, 
and he ought to tind a way of ‘spending it so as 
to do the party some good. It is a precious 
sinall sum comparcd with the big funds at the 
disposal of Tammany Hall for the repair and 
repaving of the streets, the Croton Aqueduct, 
and other public works, but judiciously ex- 
pended it may help tocarry the State.’ This 
appeal to his partisau nature I think too foolish 
aud unimportant to have any weight with him, 
fordo his utmost and he cannot possibly ac- 
quire the title to the property chosen s0 as to 
get men to workin apy number upon it inside 
of @ year.” 

It has been suggested that the importers who 
are so Vigorously ovjectiug to Sevretary Win- 
dom’s choice of the Bowling Green site might 
find relief from having an inconvenient Ap- 
praiser's Stores forced upon them by working 
through the State Legislature against the pass- 
age of a necessary bill ceding to the United 
States jurisdiction over the property purchased 
as a site for new Federal buildings. Those offer- 
ing this suggestion are probably igvorant of 
the fact that such a bill was passed at the last 
session of the Legislature. It was drafted by 
United States District Attorney Walker, intro- 
duced by Robert Ray Hamilton, passed, and zp- 
proved by Gov. Hillon April13. init the State 
gives consent to the United states to purchase 
lands in the city of New-York, not exceeding 
200,000 square feet, and the jurisdiction is 
ceded to the National Government, subject to 
the usual restriction providing that the State, 
shall have a concurrent jurisdiction, so far as 
the exeoution of all civil or criminal processes 
are concerned, The act took effect on its passage. 
The jurisdiction of the Government, however, 
does not go into effect until the title to the lands 
has been secured. In the face of this the only 
way that importers could work through the 
State Legislature would be to have this law re- 
pealed, a task that it would probably be impos- 
gible to accomplish. 





KILLED BY HIS OWN ENGINE. 
Oharles Friese, assistant engineer of Rup- 
pert’s brewery, was crushed to death by his 
eugine at 10:30 o’clock on Sunday night. The 
engine was working slowly, when Friese noticed 
that a bolt was loose on the upper side of the 
cylinder. He climbed up to tighten it, missed 


his footing, and fell into the pit under the cylin- 
der in whieh the piston rod works. In*his fall 
he struck the lever which regulates the working 
of the engine and increased the speed thereof. 
The piston rod hammered his body in the pit 
until it was horribly mangled. He was dead when 
1aken out. He leaves a widow and turee chil- 
dren Hving at 123 East Eighty-eighth-street.

TO EXOHANGE RIFLES. 


PROPOSED MATCH BETWEEN. BROOKLYN 
‘ AND MASSACHUSETTS MAREKSMEN. . 
As the outcome of the matches shot at Creed- 


moor during the annual Fall prize meeting of 


“the National Rifle-Association, a novel competi- 
tion has been proposed ‘by the Twenty-third 
Regiment of Brooklyn. In _ the ‘ inter-State 
match at 200 and 500 yards the Massachusests 


‘twelve, firing ten shots at each distance, beat | 
‘the Pennsylvanians and the New-Yorkers' by} 


10 and 20 points respectively. In the Hilton 
trophy match, seven shots each at 200, 500, and 
600 yards, the *“ world beaters” won by the nar- 
row majority of 2 points over Pennsylvania's 
and 5 points over New-York’s team. 

The two teama first named shot with the 
Springfield rifle, 45-calibre, equipped with the 
celebrated Buffington sights, which gave their 
members the advantage of employing the most 
improved arm known to the military service. 
‘rhe New-York team, on the other hand, made 
its score with the Remington rifle, a 50-calibre 
weapon, having only ‘“‘ open” sights, and deri- 
sively termed the ‘* gas-pipes.’’ The closeness of 
the competition was a devided disappointment 
to the Massachusetts marksmen, inasinuch as it 
opened up the crucial question of menor rifles. 

nder the circumstances the *‘ world beaters” 
should have won by a decisive majority, and 
left their less-fortunately-equipped com- 

etitors. far in the rear.. Having failed 
n the accomplishment of this result, the 
Massachusetts. men began to cast about for 
the reason of the narrowness of their victory. 
They were satisfied that they had shot the 
“best military gun” in the world, since the ex- 
periments of the experts of the United States 
Army, foremost among whom stands Capt 
Greer, the ordnance otlicer under whose super- 
vision #ort Hill, at the State Camp of I[nstruc- 
tion at Peekskill-on-Hudson, was constructed, 
had demonstrated such to be the fact, and there 
could be ne doubt that the ammunition em- 
ployed by them, and which was specially loaded 
by Government employes at the Springtield 
Armory, could not be surpassed. 

The ** world beaters’ were accordingly anx- 
ious to ascertain the reason for the close call to 
which they had heen subjected, and this ex- 
pressed anxiety led tothe following proposition 
from the Twenty-third Regiment of Brookivn. 
Through Major Hey ward C, Broun,Captain of the 
rifle team of ‘‘Ours,” it was propused that an 
exchange of rifles should be made, and a matoh 
shot between the experts of New-York and Mas- 
sachusetts, either at Walnut Hill, Boston, at 
Creedmoor, or on some neutral range, such as 
Mount Gretna Park, Pennsylvania, or Sea Girt, 
N. J., as might be determined, the teams to-con- 
sist of six, eight, ten, or twelve men,as warrant- 
ed by circumstances. 

On beha!f of the Twenty-third Regiment Major 
Broun stipulated to furnish the Massachusetts 
men with a sufficient number of Remington 
rifles for team practice, Major Hinman to sup- 
ply the Twenty-third Regiment team with a 
corresponding number of Springtields. Equal 
opportunities for practice should be afforded 
the contestants preliminary to the deciding 
shoot, the only condition insisted upon by the 
Brooklyn men being that the Massachusetts 
team should be selected wholly from some one 
regiment of the Volunteer Militia of that State, 
it being heid that it would be unfair to compel a 
New-York regimental team to shoot against 
the pick of the shooting men of the Commun- 
Wealth, as represented by the ‘‘ world beaters,” 

The maten is Jikely to be made, since both 
tides are eager for the contest, and 1f is quite 
possible that it may be arranged to be brought 
avout before the close of the current shooting 
season,

SUGAK TRUSTS. 


A REPORT OF A MORTGAGE-BOND ISSUE 
CAUSES THE FALL. 


The Sugar Trust gave Watl-street still an- 
other sensation yesterday. After hanging 
almost neglected around 108 throughout ail the 
early hours of business, the Sugar Trust quo- 
tation went slumping down to 105 about 2 
o'clock on a report that the Trust had issued, or 
was about to issue, $16,000,000 of mortgage 
bonds. . 

The report was apparently well vouched for. 
It quickly gained wide circulation. And evi- 
dently those who heard it believed it. Many of 
the most reputable houses in the Street rushed 
into the market, and stock was thrown over- 
board by wholesale. Just as the market was 
closing, however, there came ai official denial 
of the truth of the story. ‘there had been no 
such issue of bonds, it was officially said, and 


no such issue was contemplated. On the 
strength of this assurance there came some- 
thing of a rally, which took the figures up from 
105 to 107, though the best bid at tne close was 


6 44. 

Wall-street has heard a good deal lately, in a 
more or less mysterious way, about an inten- 
tion upon the part of the Suzar Trust to issue a 
vig batch of sowe kind of new securities. Some’ 
of the current reports have had it that addi- 
tional stock or share certificates weré to be 
iasued. Most of the reports, though, have sug- 
gested bonds rather than stock. Sugar Trust 
officials have not been comraunicative and 
Wall-street has worried. meanwhile, letting 
cuotations down materially. . 

So great are the powers of this trast, 80 much 
is it capable of doing in secret, and so little 
direction have the rank aud file of the security 
holders over the trust, that conservative people 
have hela aloof very generally from spéeulating, 
tauch less investing, in the certiticutes. These 
was, therefore, no very great surprise in any 
quarter yesterday when the sixteen-million- 
dollar bond report got into circulation, Most 
men on the Stock Exchange were inclined to ac- 
cept it as probably true without any investiga- 
tion. Others who hurried around after the facts 
found in one quarter the statement that the 
bonds had been issued, and names of people 
having personal knowledge of them were given; 
another authority declared that over two 
months ago this mortgage had been drawn by 
the Sugar Trust’s lawyer and thatacopy of it 
had been seen at his office. 

There is a widespread belief that the trust 
Wants to raise a good deal of money. Such 
funds as are at present in its control are alto- 
gether Inadequate for carrying out any such 
big deal as is said to be contemplated with the 
anti-trust Maunate, ClausSpreckels, Itis stated 
that oniy wzbout one-third of the refineries in 
the trust are now 1n operation. Thanks to ab- 
normal conditions in the sugar market, itis evi- 
dent that the trest on the mills it does operate 
is making money, though the distribution of 
these profits upon a capital of $50,000,000 may 
not show up so cheerfully. Whatever the trust 
sroposes to do in the way of rew financial plans, 
faever, Jt is likely to do soon; propositions. 
that may come before the next Congress to re- 
duce the tariif on sugar will not be helpful to 
the trust’s Wall-street status,

A communication was received by the Mayor 
froin the Committee on Site and Buildings yes- 
teraay, asking him to procure advice for it fron» 
the Corporation Counsel.

“The committee has under consideration certain 
sites consisting wholly of land now owned by the 
city and certain other sites consisting of land be- 
longing wholly or in part to private owners. 

“ The availability of land now belonging to the city 
cepends lurgely on the possibility of its acquisition 
without delay. The committee is, therefore, de- 
sirous of knowing under what existing laws it is 
possible to condemn private property within the 
city limits for public use, and in what way, if any, 
such an enterprise as the international exposition 
ot 1892 can avail itself of such laws for the acqui- 
sition of land for its corporate ownership.” 


A call for a meeting of the Committee on Leg- 
islation, to he held in the Governor’s Room at 3. 
P. M. Thursday, was sent out by the Mayor yes- 
terday. The call is predicated on the following 
letter from Mr. W. E. D. Stokes: ‘

Further letters containing arguments for dif- 
ferent sites were received, at the headquarters 
of the Committee on Site yesterday. Mr. H. 
Salter of 140 Nassau-street urged the selection 
of Bronx Park. He wrote: 


‘* It is nearer in point of time by ten or fifteen min- 
utes than any other site yet named, being within 
ten or twelve minutes by express trains from the 
Grand Central Station at Forty-second-street, by 
the Southern Boulevard, macadamized most of its 
entire length, and by the central avenues, each 
affording «a tine drive. The Harien Raliroaa trains 
run along its westerly line, and also the New- 
York, New-Haven ana Hartford and the Shore 
Line; the Bedford Park station of the Harlem 
Railroad is directly at the park. The New-York 


doubtedly would, run their trains over this road 
from Mott Haven. The Port Morris Branch of the 
Harlem Koad runs direc tly to Purt Morris,the water 
front. There are also two lines of horse cars now 
Tunning, one of them to West Farms and the 
other to Fordham, within two blocks of tho park. 
The Suburban Elevated Railway is now running 
within a few blocks of the park. The Mount Ver- 
non Branch of the New-Haven Road, its station at 
West Farms, is also within a few minutes’ walk of 
the park. 

*Second—As to its area. ~ It contains between 600 
and 700 acres of land, thereby being amply suili- 
cient vo cover all requirements. 

“ Third—As to its natural beauty, by far surpass- 
ing any park in thiscountry. The tormation of the 
land is complete ana perfect in every particular for 
the purposes of such a gigantic exposition. 

Fourth—As to the water supply: The Bronx 
River is ample for the occasion, and the quality of 
its water is well known to our city, which makes 
use of it. Fora distance of atleast one miie extend- 
ing from the southerly line of the park the river bas 
an average width oc 300 feat, then intervenes a 
beautiful wateriall known as the Kapids, beyond 
which exists a surpassingly-beautiful pond, and 
thence the river continues through the entire 
length of the park, overhung its entire distance 
with beautitul shade trees of all kinds. 

“ Last and most important is as to sewerage. The 
new Webster-avenue or Millbrook sewer, now near: 
ly completed, will be adequate for all requirements 
of this exposition. 
“While your committee is examining this pro- 
prose site a look at the great natural curiosity—a 
ulder weighing from sixty to eighty tons, situ- 
ated at the Lydig homestead and so poised on a 
ledge that xny one person can with one hand rock 
it—will compensate them for the trip.”

A BIG PARADE AND PICNIC 
JOLLY TIME GENERALLY. 


‘The -fact that the year of 1889 marked the 
iCasting off of the American branches of the An- 
cient Order of Foresters by the parent English 
body does not seem to: bother the rebellious 
Americans a bit, for yesterday afternoon and 
evening they held the largest and most suc 
cessful parade and picnic they have ever bad.
